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HIGHLIGHTS

Buy Online: Apply for or purchase big game permits online: wildlife.utah.gov.

Application Dates: Applications will be available by January 17, 2006.
Applications must be received through the mail by 5 p.m., or online by 11 p.m.,
on February 16, 2006. Drawing results will be available by April 28, 2006.

Applying as a Group: Groups are encouraged to apply online. If applying as a
group through the mail, be sure to send all applications in the same envelope.

Permits Remaining after the Draw and General Elk Permits: General
season elk permits and permits remaining after the draw will be available
beginning at 8 a.m. on June 15, 2006 on a first-come, first-served basis. Note that
operating hours at license agent locations vary.

Lifetime License Questionnaire: Lifetime licensees can now complete their
questionnaire and select their region hunting choice online at wildlife.utah.qgov.
For complete details, see page 25.

Five-Day Deer Hunts: The general any weapon deer hunts in the Southern and
Southeastern Regions will run for five days in 2006. The dates are October 21-25.

Nonresident Fishing Bonus: Nonresident big game permits also serve as a
fishing license. If a nonresident purchases a fishing license in addition to receiving
a big game permit, the Division will not issue a refund for the fishing license.

Dedicated Hunters: The application period to join the Dedicated Hunter
program is January 17—February 16. If you join the Dedicated Hunter Program,
you cannot apply for general deer permits through the drawing. For more
information about the Dedicated Hunter Program, see page 26.

Surrendering a Permit: Hunters surrendering a permit to obtain another
permit for the same species must do so before the season opening date of the
permit to be surrendered. Dedicated Hunters surrendering their Dedicated Hunter
Permit to obtain a different open region must do so before September 27, 2006
(the opening of the general muzzleloader deer season).

Archery Elk Restriction: Archery elk hunters may not harvest an antlerless elk
on the Plateau, Fish Lake-Thousand Lakes subunits.

Youth Deer Hunters: Any person 18 years of age or younger on August 19, 2006
(the opening day of the general archery deer hunt) may hunt all three general
deer seasons. To do so, that person must obtain either a general any weapon or a
general muzzleloader permit for a specific region. See pages 24—25 for more
information.

Special Regulations for Nine Mile, Range Creek South Elk Unit: Private
lands remain under any bull requlations. Access is restricted and very difficult.
Public lands are limited entry, and permits must be obtained through the
drawing.

Ogden Extended Archery: The Ogden portion of the Wasatch Front extended
archery deer area is a buck-only hunt. See page 24.

Chronic Wasting Disease (CWD): Because of concerns with CWD, certain rules
apply to the importation or transportation of dead mule deer, elk and white-
tailed deer through or into Utah. For more information, see pages 8 and 16.

Mandatory Reporting: Premium limited entry, limited entry, CWMU and
once-in-a-lifetime hunters must report hunt information via the DWR Web site
(wildlife.utah.gov) or toll-free at 1-800-221-0659 whether the permit holder
was successful or unsuccessful in harvesting an animal. Hunters who fail to
report will be ineligible to apply for permits or bonus points in the following
year.

Hunter Orange: Hunter orange must be worn when any centerfire rifle hunt is
in progress in the same area, including CWMUs and extended archery areas. For
exceptions, see page 12.

Private Lands: While taking wildlife or engaging in wildlife-related activities, a
person may not, without the written permission of the owner or person in
charge, enter upon privately owned land that is cultivated or properly posted.
“Cultivated land” means land which is readily identifiable as: 1) land whose soil
is loosened or broken up for the raising of crops; 2) land used for the raising of
crops; or 3) pasturage which is artificially irrigated. The DWR cannot guarantee
access to any private land. If you plan to hunt in an area that is made up of all or
mostly private lands you must also obtain WRITTEN permission from the
landowner or an authorized representative of the landowner.

Hunters with Disabilities: Several opportunities are available for hunters with
disabilities. For details, see Rule R657-12, which can be viewed at
wildlife.utah.gov/rules. See page 5 for general season extension dates.

Harvest and Population Trend Tables: The harvest and population trend
tables that appeared in previous proclamations are now available online:
wildlife.utah.gov.

Proclamation Amendments: The Wildlife Board may amend this
proclamation if conditions warrant. Be sure to check the Antlerless Addendum
for possible amendments. The Antlerless Addendum is published in May or June.

License Suspension: The Utah Division of Wildlife Resources has the authority
to suspend hunting and fishing privileges for wildlife violations if the Division
deems that the violation was committed knowingly, intentionally or recklessly.
Any person who is convicted of, pleads quilty or no contest to, or enters a plea in
abeyance to a wildlife violation may be subject to administrative suspension.
Notification of such action is generally served only after criminal proceedings
have been concluded. Any Utah order of suspension may be recognized in other
states participating in the Wildlife Violator Compact.

Protection from Discrimination: The Utah Division of Wildlife Resources
receives Federal financial assistance from the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service.
Under Title VI of the Civil rights Act of 1964, Section 504 of the Rehabilitation Act
of 1973, Title Il of the Americans with Disabilities Act of 1990, the Age
Discrimination Act of 1975, Title IX of the Education Amendments of 1972, the
U.S. Department of the Interior and its bureaus prohibit discrimination on the
basis of race, color, national origin, age, disability or sex (in educational
programs).

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Responsible OHV Use

Hunters with Disabilities

The Utah Division of Wildlife Resources encourages responsible OHV use.
While most OHV users are responsible, misuse results in disturbance to
wildlife, damage to wildlife habitat, and personal injury.

Please be aware that unlawful OHV use is a criminal offense. Utah Division of
Wildlife Resources conservation officers and State Parks & Recreation rangers
regularly enforce all OHV regulations, including:

« riding an OHV in closed or restricted areas and roadways;
- harassment of wildlife;

- helmet-law requlations; and

- OHV operator age restriction regulations.

Many designated roads and trails on public lands are available to responsible
OHV users. You may obtain a copy of a "Travel Opportunity Guide" from the
appropriate federal land management agencies (USDA Forest Service or
Bureau of Land Management). Please refer to the "Travel Opportunity
Guide" for locations where you can ride. Under Utah state law, all public
lands are closed to OHV use unless designated open by map, sign, or
description. The closures protect sensitive natural resources such as
watersheds and valued wildlife habitats, and ensure public safety.

The Utah Division of Wildlife Resources owns and manages several hundred
thousand acres of wildlife management areas across the state for wildlife
purposes. Controlled OHV use on these lands protects wildlife and their
habitats.

Utah law also requires youth, ages 8 to 16, to receive OHV certification
before operating an OHV on open public-land roads and trails. Certification
classes teach safety and instill ethics in young OHV users. Remember, to be a
responsible rider also means receiving proper education.

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CHRONIC WASTING DISEASE

What is Chronic Wasting Disease?

Chronic wasting disease (CWD) is a relatively rare neurological disease found only
in wild and captive deer, elk and moose in North America. It is generally found in less
than one percent of wild elk, between one to 15 percent of wild deer populations, and
only one moose in the wild.

CWD belongs to a family of diseases known as transmissible spongiform
encephalopathies (TSE) or prion diseases. Other TSE diseases include scrapie in
domestic sheep, bovine spongiform encelphalopathies or mad cow disease, and
Creutzfeldt-Jakob disease in humans. Although CWD shares certain features with other
TSE diseases, it is a distinct disease apparently affecting only deer, elk and moose.

What are the clinical signs of CWD?
Chronic wasting disease attacks the brains of infected animals, causing them to

become emaciated, display abnormal behavior, lose bodily function and eventually die.

Other symptoms include excessive salivation, loss of appetite, excessive thirst and
urination, holding the head in a lowered position, and drooping ears.

How is CWD diagnosed?

The prion that causes CWD accumulates in certain parts of an infected animal,
including the brain, eyes, spinal cord, lymph nodes, tonsils, and spleen. The brain stem
and/or lymph nodes are collected from dead deer or elk and examined microscopically
using special techniques to identify the CWD prion.

CWD in Utah

Chronic wasting disease was first discovered in Colorado in the 1960s. CWD is now
found in several states, including Utah. The Utah Division of Wildlife Resources (UDWR)
first began looking for chronic wasting disease in 1998. Because CWD-positive deer
were discovered in western Colorado in 2002, the UDWR stepped up its surveillance
program and looked more aggressively for the disease. The first positive animal was
identified in 2002 as a result of this testing effort near Vernal. Since that time, CWD
also has been found on the La Sal Mountains near Moab and in central Utah near
Fountain Green. For an update on CWD locations in Utah please view the UDWR
website: wildlife. utah.gov. The UDWR will continue to conduct an annual surveillance
program for the disease.

How can hunters help?
Immediately report all deer that appear sick or emaciated to a UDWR office,
biologist or officer.

Deer hunters can also help by providing the heads of harvested game animals for
CWD testing at checking stations throughout the state. Hunters who harvest trophy
animals from areas where testing is needed may be requested to cooperate hy
removing the cape from the deer in the field or by taking the head to a Division office
immediately after it is caped. The UDWR can then remove a tissue sample from the
head for testing.

Can hunters have their deer or elk tested for CWD?

The UDWR has identified sample units throughout the state from which it will
collect tissue samples from harvested deer. Checking stations will be established
throughout the state during hunting season to collect these samples. Samples collected
by UDWR will be tested without cost to the hunter. The UDWR is currently only testing
elk from positive areas because of the low prevalence of CWD in elk. Hunters who have
their deer or elk sampled by the UDWR can find the results of the test on the UDWR Web
site: wildlife.utah.gov/cwdtesting/. Please allow 6-8 weeks for processing. To access the
results, hunters will need the submission number from the data collection receipt issued
at the time their deer or elk is sampled. Furthermore, hunters will be notified personally,
if their animal tests positive for CWD.

Anyone who harvests a deer or elk outside of UDWR sample units, and wishes to
have it tested for CWD may do so at their own expense. They can call a UDWR office or
check the Division website for the location of public testing facilities.

The sampling and testing procedures established by the UDWR are intended only to
serve as a method to screen for evidence of CWD infection. They are not meant to
provide assurance of meat quality for human consumption. The tests that are performed
have a high accuracy rate, but no testing process can provide 100% accuracy. The
sensitivity and accuracy of the tests, or ability to detect CWD, can vary depending on the
quality of the sample and the stage of the infection.

Should Utah hunters be concerned about CWD?
The World Health Organization has stated: “There is currently no evidence that CWD
in cervidae (deer and elk) is transmitted to humans.”
While there is currently no evidence that CWD affects humans, hunters may wish to
take these simple precautions when handling deer and elk carcasses:
« Do not harvest or eat animals that appear sick.
- Wear rubber or latex gloves when field dressing and processing game meat.
- Bone out the meat from the deer or elk and remove all fat, membranes and
connective tissue.
« Minimize handling of the brain, spinal cord, spleen and lymph nodes. Do not cut
through the spinal cord except to remove the head.
+ Do not consume the brain, spinal cord, eyes, spleen, tonsils or lymph nodes.
« Do not use household utensils to field dress or process meat. Thoroughly clean all
knives, equipment and work areas with a 50/50 solution of household bleach and
water.

I. PURPOSE AND AUTHORITY

R657-5-1

(1) Specific dates, areas, methods of take, requirements and other administrative
details which may change annually are published herein.

(2) This proclamation expires January 31, 2007, unless modified or rescinded by
the Wildlife Board or the director of the Division of Wildlife Resources.

1. DEFINITIONS

23-13-2, R657-5-2 & R657-37

(1) "Any legal weapon" means the weapons described in Section VI., Firearms
and Archery Equipment.

(2) "Arrow quiver" means a portable arrow case that completely encases all
edges of the broadheads.

(3) "Big game" means species of hoofed protected wildlife.

(4) "Carcass" means the dead body of an animal or its parts.

(5) "Certificate of Registration" means a document issued under any rule or
proclamation of the Wildlife Board granting authority to engage in activities not cov-
ered by a license, permit or tag.

(6) "CWMU" means Cooperative Wildlife Management Unit.

(7)(@) "Domicile" means the place:

(i) where an individual has a fixed permanent home and principal establish-
ment;

(ii) to which the individual if absent, intends to return; and

(iii) in which the individual and the individual’s family voluntarily reside, not for a
special or temporary purpose, but with the intention of making a permanent home.

(b) To create a new domicile an individual must:

(i) abandon the old domicile; and

(ii) be able to prove that a new domicile has been established.

(8) "Highway" means the entire width between property lines of every way or
place of any nature when any part of it is open to the use of the public as a matter of
right for vehicular travel.

(9) "Hunter’s choice" means either sex may be taken.

(10) "Hunting" means to take or pursue a reptile, amphibian, bird or mammal by
any means.

(11) "Limited entry hunt" means any hunt listed in the hunt table of this
proclamation, which is identified as limited entry and does not include general or
once-in-a-lifetime hunts.

(12) "Limited entry permit" means any permit obtained for a limited entry
hunt by any means, including conservation permits, sportsman permits, CWMU per-
mits and limited entry landowner permits.

(13) "Nonresident" means a person who does not qualify as a resident.

(14) "Once-in-a-lifetime hunt" means any hunt listed in the hunt table of this
proclamation, which is identified as once-in-a-lifetime, and does not include general
or limited entry hunts.

(15) "Once-in-a-lifetime permit" means any permit obtained for a once-in-a-
lifetime hunt by any means, including conservation permits, sportsman permits,
CWMU permits and limited entry landowner permits.

(16) "Permit" means a document, including a stamp, which grants authority to
engage in specific activities under the Wildlife Resources Code or a rule or proclama-
tion of the Wildlife Board.

(17) "Possession" means actual or constructive possession.

(18)(a) "Resident" means a person who:

(i) has been domiciled in the state of Utah for six consecutive months immedi-
ately preceding the purchase of a license; and

(ii) does not claim residency for hunting, fishing, or trapping in any other state
or country.

(b) A Utah resident retains his Utah residency if he leaves this state:

(i) toserve in the armed forces of the United States or for religious or educa-
tional purposes; and

(ii) complies with Subsection (a)(ii).

(c)(i) A member of the armed forces of the United States and dependents are
residents for the purposes of this proclamation as of the date he reports for duty
under assigned orders in the state if he:

(A) is not on temporary duty in this state; and

(B) complies with Subsection (a)(ii).

(ii) A copy of the assignment orders must be presented to a wildlife Division
office to verify the member's qualification as a resident.

(d) Anonresident attending an institution of higher learning in this state as a
full-time student may qualify as a resident for purposes of this proclamation if he:

(i) has been present in this state for 60 consecutive days immediately preceding
the purchase of the license; and

(ii) complies with Subsection (a)(ii).

(e) A Utah resident license is invalid if a resident license for hunting, fishing, or
trapping is purchased in any other state or country.

(19) "Sell" means to offer or possess for sale, barter, exchange or trade, or the
act of selling, bartering, exchanging or trading.

(20) “Spoiled” means impairment of the flesh of wildlife which renders it unfit
for human consumption.

(21) "Tag" means a card, label or other identification device issued for attach-
ment to the carcass of protected wildlife.

(22) "Take" means to:

(a) hunt, pursue, harass, catch, capture, possess, angle, seine, trap or kill any
protected wildlife; or

(b) attempt any action referred to in Subsection (a).

(23)(a) "Valid application" means:

(i) itis for a species that the applicant is eligible to possess a permit;

(ii) there is a hunt for that species regardless of estimated permit numbers; and
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(iiii) there is sufficient information on the application to process the application,
including personal information, hunt information, and sufficient payment.

(b) Applications missing any of the items in Subsection (a) may still be consid-
ered valid if the application is timely corrected through the application correction
process.

(24) "Vessel" means every type of watercraft, other than a seaplane on the
water, used or capable of being used as a means of transportation on water.

(25) "Waste" means to abandon protected wildlife or to allow protected
wildlife to spoil or to be used in a manner not normally associated with its beneficial
use.

RESIDENCY
R657-5-2(2)(1)

To qualify as a resident, an individual must:
- have a fixed permanent home and principal establishment in Utah for six
consecutive months immediately preceding the purchase of a license or permit.

- NOT claim residency for hunting, fishing or trapping in any other state or country.

An individual retains their Utah residency if:

- they leave Utah to serve in the armed forces of the United States, or for religious
or educational purposes, and do NOT claim residency for hunting fishing or
trapping in any other state or country.

A member of the armed forces of the United States and dependents are
residents, as of the date the member reports for duty under assigned
orders in Utah, if:

- the member is NOT on temporary duty in Utah and does NOT claim residency for
hunting, fishing or trapping in any other state or country.

- the member presents a copy of their assignment orders to a Division office to
verify the member's qualification as a resident.

A nonresident attending an institution of higher learning in Utah as a
full-time student may qualify as a resident if:

- the student has been present in Utah for 60 consecutive days immediately
preceding the purchase of the license or permit and does NOT claim residency for
hunting, fishing or trapping in any other state or country.

A Utah resident license or permit is invalid if:
- aresident license for hunting, fishing or trapping is purchased in any other state

or country.

An individual DOES NOT qualify as a resident if:
- they are an absentee landowner paying property tax on land in Utah.

I1l. PERMIT REQUIREMENTS

A. Age Requirements, Restrictions and Proof of Hunter
Education
23-19-22, 23-20-20, R657-5-4, 23-19-11 & R657-23-4(2)

(1) Aperson 14 years of age or older may purchase a permit and tag to hunt big
game. A person 13 years of age may purchase a permit and tag to hunt big game if
that person’s 14th birthday falls within the calendar year for which the permit and
tag are issued.

(2)(a) A person under the age of 14 years must be accompanied by his parent or
legal guardian, or other responsible person 21 years of age or older and approved by
his parent or guardian, while hunting with any weapon.

(b) A person of at least 14 years of age and under 16 years of age must be accom-
panied by his parent or legal guardian, or other responsible person 21 years of age or
older and approved by his parent or guardian, while hunting big game with any
weapon.

(c) Asused in this section, “accompanied” means at a distance within which
visual and verbal communication are maintained for the purposes of advising and
assisting.

(3) Aperson born after December 31, 1965, may not purchase a hunting license
or permit unless proof is presented to the Division or one of its authorized wildlife
license agents that the person has passed a Division-approved hunter education course
offered by a state, province or country.

(4) For purposes of this section, “proof” means:

(a) a certificate of completion of a hunter education course (in Utah referred to as
a“blue card”); or

(b) a current or preceding year’s hunting license or permit issued by a state,
province or country with the applicant’s hunter education number noted on the hunt-
ing license or permit.

(5) Any person who has completed an approved hunter education course in
another state, province or country and becomes a Utah resident, must obtain a Division
issued blue card prior to purchasing a resident license or permit. Proof of completion of
an authorized hunter education course by another state, province or country must be
presented or verified in order to obtain a Utah blue card. A transfer blue card may be
obtained at any Division office.

(6)(a) Ifan applicant for a resident or nonresident hunting license has completed
a hunter education course and is applying for a hunting permit or license through the
Division's drawings, Internet site, or other electronic means authorized by the Division,
the applicant's hunter education number and the name of the state, province, or coun-
try that issued the number may constitute proof of completion of a hunter education
course under this section.

(b) The Division may research the hunter education number to verify that the
applicant has completed a Division approved hunter education course.

B. License, Permit and Tag Requirements
23-19-1& R657-5-3

(1) A person may not engage in hunting protected wildlife or in the sale, trade or
barter of protected wildlife or their parts without first having procured the necessary
licenses, Certificates of Registration, permits and tags and having at the same time the
licenses, Certificates of Registration, permits and tags on his or her person.

(2) A person may not lend, transfer, sell, give or assign licenses, Certificates of Reg-
istration, permits or tags belonging to the person or the rights granted by licenses, Cer-
tificates of Registration, permits or tags or use or attempt to use a license, Certificate of
Registration, permit or tag of another person, except as provided in Utah Admin. Code
Rule R657-12, for purposes of transporting wildlife or taking a deer for a blind or quadri-
plegic person.

(3) Any license, permit or tag that is mutilated or otherwise made illegible is invalid
and may not be used for taking or possessing big game.

C. Duplicate Licenses
23-19-10 & R657-5-5

(1) If an unexpired license, permit, tag or Certificate of Registration is destroyed, lost
or stolen, a person may obtain a duplicate from a Division office or online license agent
for $5 or half of the price of the original license, permit, tag or Certificate of Registration,
whichever is less.
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(2) The Division may waive the fee for a duplicate unexpired license, permit, tag or
Certificate of Registration provided the person did not receive the original license, permit,
tag or Certificate of Registration.

(3) To obtain the duplicate license, permit, tag or Certificate of Registration, the
applicant may be required to complete an affidavit testifying to such loss, destruction or
theft.

D. Exhibit of License, Permit, Tag and Wildlife
23-20-25

Any person while engaged in any activity requlated under the Wildlife Resources
Code, shall be required upon demand of any conservation officer or any other peace offi-
cer to exhibit:

(1) the required license, permit or tag;

(2) any device or apparatus in that person’s possession used for any activity requ-
lated under the Wildlife Resources Code; or

(3) any wildlife in that person’s possession.

IV. SALES OF LICENSES, CERTIFICATES OR
PERMITS FINAL—EXCEPTIONS AND

REALLOCATION OF SURRENDERED PERMITS

23-19-38 & R657-42

A. Sales Final

(1) Sales of all licenses, certificates or permits are final, and no refunds may be
made by the Division except as provided in Subsection (2).

(2) The Division may refund the amount of the license, certificate or permit if:

(@) the Division or the Wildlife Board discontinues the activity for which the license,
certificate or permit was obtained;

(b) the Division determines that it has erroneously collected a fee;

(c)(i) the person to whom the license, certificate or permit is issued becomesiill or
suffers an injury that would preclude that person from being able to participate in the
activity for which the license, certificate or permit was obtained;

(ii) the person furnishes verification of illness or injury from a physician;

(iiii) the person does not actually participate in the activity for which the license, cer-
tificate or permit was obtained; and

(iv) the license, certificate or permit is surrendered before the end of the season for
which the permit was issued; or

(d) the person to whom the license, certificate or permit is issued dies prior to that
person being able to participate in the activity for which the license, certificate or permit
was obtained.

B. Surrender of Licenses, Certificates of Registration and
Permits

(1) Any person who has obtained a license, Certificate of Registration or permit and
decides not to use it, may surrender the license, Certificate of Registration or permit to
any Division office.

(2) Any person who has obtained a license, Certificate of Registration or permit may
surrender the license, Certificate of Registration or permit prior to the season opening
date of the license, Certificate of Registration or permit for the purpose of:

(a) waiving the waiting period normally assessed;

(b) reinstating the number of bonus points, including a bonus point for the current
year as if a permit had not been drawn, if applicable;

(c) reinstating the number of preference points, including a preference point for the
current year as if the permit had not been drawn, if applicable; or
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(d) purchasing a reallocated permit or any other permit available for which the
person is eligible.

(3) ACWMU permit must be surrendered before the following dates:

(a) the opening date for the respective general archery season for buck deer, bull
elk or spike bull elk;

(b) September 1 for pronghorn and moose;

(c) August 15 for antlerless deer and elk;

(d) prior to the applicable season opening date for small game and waterfowl;
and

(e) prior to the applicable season opening date of any variance approved by the
Wildlife Board in accordance with Utah Admin. Code Rules R657-21 and R657-37.

(4) Dedicated Hunter Program participants must surrender their permit prior to
the general muzzleloader deer season opening date.

(5) The Division may not issue a refund, except as provided in Section IV.A. Sales
Final.

C. Surrender of CWMU or Limited Entry Landowner Per-
mits—Exceptions

(1) A person who has obtained a CWMU or limited entry landowner permit may
surrender the permit after the deadlines provided in Section B.(3)(a), (b), and (c) for
CWMU permits and after the season opening date for limited entry landowner permits
for the purpose of:

(a) death in accordance with Section 23-19-38, Subsection (2) and Section R657-
42-5(4);

(b) injury or illness in accordance with Section 23-19-38 and Subsection (2);

() deployment or mobilization in the interest of national defense or national
emergency in accordance with Section 23-19-38.2 and Subsection (2); or

(d) an error occurring in issuing the permit in accordance with Subsection (2) and
Rule R657-50.

(2)(a) The permittee and the landowner association operator must sign an affi-
davit stating that the permittee has not participated in any hunting activity.

(b) The permittee and landowner association operator signatures must be nota-
rized.

(c) The affidavit and unused permit must be submitted to the Division.

(3)(a) The Division may reissue a voucher to a landowner association operator, or
reallocate a surrendered permit in accordance with Section 23-19-38 and as provided in
Subsections (b) and (c).

(b) The Division may reallocate a surrendered permit:

(i) originally issued by the Division through the big game drawing process in
accordance with Section R657-42-6; or

(ii) originally issued by the Division through a voucher redemption in the form of a
new voucher issued to the landowner association operator.

(c) Reissuance of vouchers or reallocation of permits under this section may only
occur in the year in which the surrendered permit was valid.

D. Reallocation of Permits

(1)(a) The Division may reallocate surrendered limited entry, once-in-a-lifetime
and CWMU permits.

(b) The Division shall not reallocate resident and nonresident big game general
permits.

(2) Permits shall be reallocated through the Salt Lake Division office.

(3)(a) Any limited entry, once-in-a-lifetime or public CWMU permit surrendered
to the Division shall be reallocated through the drawing process by contacting the next
person listed on the alternate drawing list or as provided in Subsection (b).

(b) Aperson who is denied a permit due to an error in issuing permits may be
placed on the alternate drawing list to address the error, if applicable, in accordance
with Utah Admin. Code Rule R657-50, Error Remedy.
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(c) The alternate drawing lists are classified as private and therefore, protected
under the Government Records Access Management Act.

(d) The Division shall make a reasonable effort to contact the next person on the
alternate list by telephone or mail.

(e) If the next person, who would have drawn the limited entry, once-in-a-life-
time or public CWMU permit, does not accept the permit or the Division is unable to
contact that person, the reallocation process will continue until the Division has reallo-
cated the permit or the season closes for that permit.

(4) Ifthe next person, who would have drawn the limited entry, once-in-a-life-
time or public CWMU permit has obtained a permit, that person may be required to sur-
render the previously obtained permit in accordance with Section IV.B.(2). Surrender of
Licenses, Certificates of Registration and Permits, and any other applicable rules and
proclamations of the Wildlife Board.

(5) Any private CWMU permit surrendered to the Division will be reallocated by
the landowner through a voucher, issued to the landowner by the Division in accor-
dance with Utah Admin. Code Rule R657-37.

(6)(a) The Division may allocate additional general and limited entry permits, if
biologically consistent with unit objectives, to address errors in accordance with Utah
Admin. Code Rule R657-50, Error Remedy.

(b) The Division shall not allocate additional CWMU and Once-In-A-Lifetime per-
mits.

(c) The Division may extend deadlines to address errors in accordance with Utah
Admin. Code Rule R657-50, Error Remedy.

E. Reallocated Permit Cost
(1) Any person who accepts the offered reallocated permit must pay the applica-

ble permit fee.
(2) The Division may not issue a refund, except as provided in Section IV.A. Sales Final.

F. Permit Exchanges

(1)(a@) Any person who has obtained a general buck deer or general bull elk permit
may exchange that permit for any other available general permit if both permits are for
the same species and sex.

(b) A person must make general buck deer, general bull elk or general archery elk
permit exchanges at any Division office prior to the season opening date of the permit
to be exchanged.

(2) A person may exchange a Dedicated Hunter Permit for a different open region
before the general muzzleloader deer season opening date.

(3) A 95 handling fee will be charged for the exchange of a permit.

G. Refunds for Armed Forces Members
23-19-38.2 & R657-42

(1) Amember of the United States Armed Forces or public health or public safety
organization who is mobilized or deployed on order in the interest of national defense
or emergency and is precluded from participating in the hunting or fishing activity for
which the person purchased a license, certificate, tag, or permit, may:

(a) receive a refund from the Division; and

(b) if the person has drawn a permit, have all opportunities to draw that permit in
a future drawing reinstated.

(2)(a) An application for a refund may be obtained from any Division office.

(b) All refunds must be processed through the Salt Lake Division office.

(3) A person may receive a refund for a license, permit, or Certificate of Registra-
tion if that person was deployed or mobilized on or after September 11,2001, in the
interest of national defense or national emergency and is thereby completely precluded
from participating in the hunting or fishing activity authorized by the license, permit or
Certificate of Registration, provided:

(a) the refund request is made to the Division within one year of the end of the
hunting or fishing season authorized by the license, permit or Certificate of Registration;

(b) the person surrenders the license, permit or Certificate of Registration to the
Division, or signs an affidavit stating the license, permit or Certificate of Registration is no
longer in the person’s possession; and

(c) the person verifies that the deployment or mobilization completely precluded
them from participating in the activity authorized by the license, permit or Certificate of
Registration, except as provided in Subsection (4); and

(d) the person provides military orders, or a letter from an employment supervisor
on official public health or public safety organization letterhead stating:

(i) the branch of the United States Armed Forces, or name of the public health
organization or public safety organization from which they were deployed or mobilized;
and

(ii) the nature and length of their duty while deployed or mobilized.

(4) The director may determine that a person deployed or mobilized did not have
the opportunity to participate in the activity authorized by the license, permit or Certifi-
cate of Registration.

(5) The Division may reinstate a bonus point or preference point, whichever is appli-
cable, and waive waiting periods, if applicable, when issuing a refund in accordance with
Subsection (3).

V. GENERAL PROVISIONS

A. Hunting Hours
R657-5-6

Big game may be taken only between one-half hour before official sunrise through
one-half hour after official sunset.

B. Requirement to Wear Hunter Orange
23-20-31
(1) As used in this section:
(a)(i) "Centerfire rifle hunt" means a hunt for which a hunter may use a centerfire
rifle, except as provided in Subsection (1)(a)(ii).
(i) "Centerfire rifle hunt" does not include:
(A) abighorn sheep hunt;
(B) amountain goat hunt:
(C) a hunt requiring the hunter to possess a statewide conservation permit; or
(D) a hunt requiring the hunter to possess a statewide sportsman permit.
(b) "Statewide conservation permit" means a permit:
(i) issued by the Division;
(ii) distributed through a nonprofit organization founded for the purpose of pro-
moting wildlife conservation; and
(iii) valid:
(A) on open hunting units statewide; and
(B) for the species of big game and time period designated by the Wildlife Board.
¢) "Statewide sportsman permit" means a permit:
i) issued by the Division through the big game drawing; and
)
)
)

(ii) valid:

(A) on open hunting units statewide; and

(B) for the species of big game and time period designated by the Wildlife Board.

(2)(a) A person shall wear a minimum of 400 square inches of hunter orange mate-
rial while hunting any species of big game, except as provided in Subsection (3).

(b) Hunter orange material must be worn on the head, chest and back.

(c) A camouflage pattern in hunter orange does not meet the requirements of Sub-
section (2)(a).

(3) Aperson is not required to wear hunter orange material during an archery, muz-
zleloader, mountain goat, or bighorn sheep hunt, unless a centerfire rifle hunt is in
progress in the same area.
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(. Temporary Game Preserves
R657-5-7

(1)) A person who does not have a valid permit to hunt on a temporary game pre-
serve may not carry a firearm or archery equipment on any temporary game preserve
while the respective hunts are in progress.

(b) "Carry" means having a firearm on your person while hunting in the field.

(2) As used in this section, “temporary game preserve” means all bull elk, buck
pronghorn, moose, bison, bighorn sheep, Rocky Mountain goat and limited entry buck
deer areas and CWMUs, excluding incorporated areas, cities, towns and municipalities.

(3) Weapon restrictions on temporary game preserves do not apply to:

(a) a person licensed to hunt upland game or waterfowl provided the person com-
plies with the rules and regulations specified in the Upland Game Proclamation or Water-
fowl Proclamation, respectively, and possessing only legal weapons to take upland game
or waterfowl;

(b) livestock owners protecting their livestock;

(c) peace officers in the performance of their duties; or

(d) a person licensed to carry a concealed weapon in accordance with Title 53,
Chapter 5, Part 7 of the Utah Code, provided the person is not utilizing the concealed
firearm to hunt or take protected wildlife.

VI. FIREARMS AND ARCHERY EQUIPMENT

A. Prohibited Weapons

R657-5-8
(1) A person may not use any weapon or device to take hig game other than those

expressly permitted in this proclamation.
(2) A person may not use:
(a) afirearm capable of being fired fully automatic; or
(b) any light enhancement device or aiming device that casts a beam of light.

B. Rifles and Shotguns
R657-5-9

(1) The following rifles and shotguns may be used to take big game:

(a) any rifle firing centerfire cartridges and expanding bullets; and

(b) ashotgun, 20 gauge or larger, firing only 00 or larger buckshot or slug
ammunition.

C. Handguns
R657-5-10

(1) A handgun may be used to take deer and pronghorn, provided the handgun is a
minimum of .24 caliber, fires a centerfire cartridge with an expanding bullet and
develops 500 foot-pounds of energy at the muzzle.

(2) Ahandgun may be used to take elk, moose, bison, bighorn sheep and Rocky
Mountain goat provided the handgun is a minimum of .24 caliber, fires a centerfire
cartridge with an expanding bullet and develops 500 foot-pounds of energy at 100
yards.

D. Muzzleloaders
R657-5-11
(1) A muzzleloader may be used during any big game hunt, except an archery
hunt, provided the muzzleloader:
(a) can be loaded only from the muzzle;
(b) has open sights, peep sights, or a fixed non-magpnifying 1x scope;
(c) has asingle barrel;
(d) has a minimum barrel length of 18 inches;
(e) is capable of being fired only once without reloading;
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(f) powder and bullet, or powder, sabot and bullet are not bonded together as
one unit for loading; and

(g) is loaded with black powder or black powder substitute, which must not
contain nitrocellulose based smokeless powder.

(2)(a) Alead or expanding bullet or projectile of at least 40 caliber must be used
to hunt big game.

(b) A 170 grain or heavier bullet, including sabots, must be used for taking deer
and pronghorn.

() A 210 grain or heavier bullet must be used for taking elk, moose, bison,
bighorn sheep and Rocky Mountain goat, except sabot bullets used for taking these
species must be a minimum of 240 grains.

(3)(a) A person who has obtained a muzzleloader permit may not possess or be
in control of any firearm other than a muzzleloading rifle or have a firearm other than a
muzzleloading rifle in his camp or motor vehicle during a muzzleloader hunt.

(b) The provisions of Subsection (a) do not apply to:

(i) a person licensed to hunt upland game or waterfowl provided the person
complies with the rules and regulations specified in the Upland Game or Waterfowl
Proclamation, respectively; and possessing only legal weapons to take upland game or
waterfowl;

(ii) a person licensed to hunt big game species during hunts that coincide with
the muzzleloader hunt;

(iii) livestock owners protecting their livestock; or

(iv) a person licensed to carry a concealed weapon in accordance with Title 53,
Chapter 5, Part 7 of the Utah Code, provided the person is not utilizing the concealed
firearm to hunt or take protected wildlife.

E. Archery Equipment
R657-5-12

(1) Archery equipment may be used during any big game hunt, except a
muzzleloader hunt, provided:

(a) the minimum bow pull is 40 pounds at the draw or the peak, whichever
comes first; and

(b) arrowheads used have two or more sharp cutting edges that cannot pass
through a 7/8 inch ring;

(c) expanding arrowheads cannot pass through a 7/8 inch ring when expanded;
and

(d) arrows must be a minimum of 20 inches in length from the tip of the
arrowhead to the tip of the nock, and must weigh at least 300 grains.

(2) The following equipment or devices may not be used to take big game:

(a) a crosshow, except as provided in Utah Admin. Code Rule R657-12;

(b) arrows with chemically treated or explosive arrowheads;

(c) amechanical device for holding the bow at any increment of draw;

(d) arelease aid that is not hand-held or that supports the draw weight of the
bow; or

(e) abow with an attached electronic range finding device or a magnifying
aiming device.

(3) Arrows carried in or on a vehicle where a person is riding must be in an arrow
quiver or a closed case.

(4)(a) A person who has obtained an archery permit may not possess or be in
control of a firearm or have a firearm in his camp or motor vehicle during an archery
hunt.

(b) The provisions of Subsection (a) do not apply to:

(i) a person licensed to hunt upland game or waterfowl provided the person
complies with the rules and regulations specified in the Upland Game or Waterfowl
Proclamation, respectively, and possessing only legal weapons to take upland game or
waterfowl;

(i) a person licensed to hunt big game species during hunts that coincide with
the archery hunt;
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(iii) livestock owners protecting their livestock; or

(iv) a person licensed to carry a concealed weapon in accordance with Title 53,
Chapter 5, Part 7 of the Utah Code, provided the person is not utilizing the concealed
firearm to hunt or take protected wildlife.

F. Loaded Firearm Restrictions
76-10-502 & 76-10-505

(1) A person may not carry a loaded firearm in or on a vehicle.

(2) A pistol, revolver, shotgun or rifle is deemed to be loaded when there is an
unexpended cartridge, shell or projectile in the firing position.

(3) Pistols and revolvers shall also be deemed to be loaded when an unexpended
cartridge, shell or projectile is in a position whereby the manual operation of any
mechanism once would cause the unexpended cartridge, shell or projectile to be fired.

(4) A muzzleloading firearm shall be deemed to be loaded when it is capped or
primed and has a powder charge and ball or shot in the barrel or cylinders.

G. Discharge of a Firearm From a Vehicle, Highway, or
Near Certain Property or Structures
76-10-508 & R657-12

(1) A person may not discharge any kind of dangerous weapon or firearm:

(a) from an automobile or other vehicle, except as provided in Subsection (2);

(b) from, upon or across any highway;

(c) atany road signs placed upon any highways of the state;

(d) atany communications equipment or property of public utilities including
facilities, lines, poles or devices of transmission or distribution;

(e) at railroad equipment or facilities including any sign or signal;

(f) within Utah State Park buildings, designated camp or picnic sites, overlooks,
golf courses, boat ramps and developed beaches; or

(g) without written permission to discharge the dangerous weapon from the
owner or person in charge of the property within 600 feet of:

(i) ahouse, dwelling or any other building; or

(ii) any structure in which a domestic animal is kept or fed, including a barn,
poultry yard, corral, feeding pen or stockyard.

DANGEROUS WEAPON RESTRICTIONS

Itis illegal under Utah Code Section 76-10-503 to possess or use a firearm,
muzzleloader, archery tackle, or any other dangerous weapon if you:

- Have been convicted of or are under indictment for any felony offense;

« Are on probation or parole for a felony offense;

« Are on parole from a secure facility;

« Have been adjudicated delinquent (juvenile) in the last seven years of an
offense which if committed by an adult would have been a felony;

- Are an unlawful user of a controlled substance;

- Have been found not guilty by reason of insanity for a felony offense;

- Have been found mentally incompetent to stand trial for a felony offense;

- Have been adjudicated mentally defective as provided in the federal Brady
Handgun Violence Prevention Act;

- Have been committed to a mental institution;

« Are an alien who is illegally in the United States;

« Have been dishonorably discharged from the armed forces; or

« Have renounced your citizenship as a United States citizen.

The purchase or possession of any hunting license, permit, tag or Certificate or
Registration from the Division of Wildlife Resources does not authorize the holder to
legally possess or use a firearm, muzzleloader, archery tackle, or any other dangerous
weapon while hunting if they are otherwise restricted from possessing these
weapons under Section 76-10-503.

(2) A person who is paraplegic, or otherwise permanently disabled so as to be
permanently confined to a wheelchair or the use of crutches, or who has lost either or
both lower extremities, and who possesses a valid big game permit may receive a
Certificate of Registration to take big game from a vehicle pursuant to Section 23-20-12
and Utah Admin. Code Rule R657-12.

H. Carrying a Dangerous Weapon While Under Influence

of Alcohol or Drugs
76-10-528

(1) Any person who carries a dangerous weapon while under the influence of
alcohol or a controlled substance as defined in Section 58-37-2 is quilty of a class B
misdemeanor. Under the influence means the same level blood or breath alcohol
concentration as provided in Section 41-6-44.

(2) Itis not a defense to prosecution under this section that the person:

() is licensed in the pursuit of wildlife of any kind; or

(b) has a valid permit to carry a concealed firearm.

VII. AREAS WITH SPECIAL RESTRICTIONS

R657-5-13

A. State Waterfowl Management Areas

State Waterfowl Management Areas are closed to taking big game, except the
Stewart’s Lake Waterfowl Management Area.

B. State Parks
R651-603-5 & R651-603-6

(1) Hunting of any wildlife is prohibited within the boundaries of all park areas,
except those designated open by the Division of Parks and Recreation in Utah Admin.
Code Rule R651-603-5.

(2) Hunting with rifles and handguns in park areas designated open is prohibited
within one mile of all park area facilities, including buildings, camp or picnic sites,
overlooks, golf courses, boat ramps and developed beaches. Hunting with shotguns or
archery equipment is prohibited within one-quarter mile of the areas stated above.

C. National Parks and Monuments

Hunting is closed within the boundaries of all national parks and monuments
unless otherwise provided by the governing agency.

The Grand Staircase-Escalante National Monument is open to hunting, fishing and
trapping activities by Presidential Decree, subject to rules and requlations adopted by
the Utah Wildlife Board.

D. Tribal Trust Lands

Hunters obtaining a Utah license, permit or tag to take big game are not authorized
to hunt on tribal trust lands. Hunters must observe tribal regulations concerning wildlife
while hunting on tribal trust lands.

E. Military Installations
Military installations, including Camp Williams, are closed to hunting and
trespassing unless otherwise authorized.

F. Salt Lake County
(1) A person may not:
(a) hunt big game within one-half mile of Silver Lake in Big Cottonwood Canyon;
(b) hunt big game or discharge a shotgun or archery equipment within 600 feet of
aroad, house or any other building; or
(c) discharge a rifle, handgun, shotgun firing slug ammunition, or muzzleloader
within one mile of a cabin, house or other building reqularly occupied by people, except
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west of I-15 a muzzleloader may not be discharged within one-half mile of a cabin,
house or other building regularly occupied by people.

(2) Check special regulations under general any weapon buck deer (Section
XVI1.B.(2)(a)), general muzzleloader buck deer (Section XVII.C.(3)(b)), general season
bull elk (Section XVIII.B.(1)(b)), and general muzzleloader elk (Section XVIII.C.(1)(a)) for
restrictions in Salt Lake County.

(3) Please check Salt Lake County and local municipality ordinances regarding
firearm restrictions prior to hunting in the Salt Lake County area.

(4) The Red Butte Natural Research Area is closed to public access by the U.S. Forest
Service.

G. Alta

Closed to hunting within a designated portion of the town of Alta. Hunters may
refer to the town of Alta for boundaries and other information.

H. Matheson Wetlands

Hunters are restricted to using archery equipment, muzzleloaders or shotguns on
the Matheson Wetlands.

I. County and Local Municipalities— Ordinances
Please check county and local municipality ordinances regarding firearm restrictions
prior to hunting.

J. Green River—Jensen, Utah

A person may not discharge a firearm, except a shotgun or muzzleloader, from,
upon, or across the Green River located near Jensen, Utah from the Highway 40 bridge
upstream to the Dinosaur National Monument boundary.

K. Trespass
23-20-14 & 23-20-3.5

(1) While taking wildlife or engaging in wildlife related activities, a person may
not:

(a) without the permission of the owner or person in charge, enter upon privately
owned land that is cultivated or properly posted;

(b) refuse to immediately leave the private land if requested to do so by the owner
or person in charge; or

(c) obstruct any entrance or exit to private property.

(2) "Cultivated Land" means land which is readily identifiable as:

(a) land whose soil is loosened or broken up for the raising of crops;

(b) land used for the raising of crops; or

(c) pasturage which is artificially irrigated.

(3) "Permission" means written authorization from the owner or person in charge
to enter upon private land that is properly posted, and must include:

(a) the signature of the owner or person in charge;

(b) the name of the person being given permission;

(c) the appropriate dates; and

(d) a general description of the property.

(4) "Properly posted" means that "No Trespassing" signs or a minimum of 100
square inches of bright yellow, bright orange, or fluorescent paint are displayed at all
corners, fishing streams crossing property lines, roads, gates and rights-of-way entering
the land. If metal fence posts are used, the entire exterior side must be painted.

(5) A person may not post:

(a) private property he does not own or legally control; or

(b) land that is open to the public as provided by Section 23-21-4.

(6) A person convicted of violating any provision of Subsection (1) may have his
license, tag, Certificate of Registration or permit relating to the activity engaged in at the
time of the violation, revoked by a hearing officer.
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(7) A person may not take or permit his dog to take, while in violation of
Subsection (1):

(a) protected wildlife or their parts;

(b) an occupied nest of protected wildlife; or

(c) an egg of protected wildlife.

(8) A person is guilty of a class B misdemeanor if he or she violates any provision
of Subsection (1).

VIIl. PROHIBITED HUNTING METHODS

A. Spotlighting
R657-5-14

(1) Except as provided in Section 23-13-17:

(a) a person may not use or cast the rays of any spotlight, headlight or other
artificial light to locate protected wildlife while having in possession a firearm or other
weapon or device that could be used to take or injure protected wildlife; and

(b) the use of a spotlight or other artificial light in a field, woodland or forest
where protected wildlife are generally found is prima facie evidence of attempting to
locate protected wildlife.

(2) The provisions of this section do not apply to:

(a) the use of headlights or other artificial light in a usual manner where there is
no attempt or intent to locate protected wildlife; or

(b) a person licensed to carry a concealed weapon in accordance with Title 53,
Chapter 5, Part 7 of the Utah Code, provided the person is not utilizing the concealed
firearm to hunt or take wildlife.

B. Use of Vehicle or Aircraft
23-20-12 & R657-5-15

(1)(a) A person may not use an airplane or any other airborne vehicle or device,
or any motorized terrestrial or aquatic vehicle, including snowmobiles and other
recreational vehicles, except a vessel as provided in Subsection (c), to take protected
wildlife.

(b) A person may not take protected wildlife being chased, harmed, harassed,
rallied, herded, flushed, pursued or moved by an aircraft or any other vehicle or
conveyance listed in Subsection (a).

(c) Big game may be taken from a vessel provided:

(i) the motor of a motorboat has been completely shut off;

(ii) the sails of a sailboat have been furled; and

(iiii) the vessel's progress caused by the motor or sail has ceased.

(2)(a) A person may not use any type of aircraft, except as provided in Subsection
(3), from 48 hours before any big game hunt begins through 48 hours after any big
game hunting season ends to:

(i) transport a hunter or hunting equipment into a hunting area;

(ii) transport a big game carcass; or

(iii)) locate, or attempt to observe or locate any protected wildlife.

(b) Flying slowly at low altitudes, hovering, circling or repeatedly flying over a
forest, marsh, field, woodland or rangeland where protected wildlife is likely to be
found may be used as evidence of violations of Subsections (1) and (2).

(3) The provisions of this section do not apply to the operation of an aircraft in a
usual manner, or landings and departures from improved airstrips, where there is no
attempt or intent to locate protected wildlife.

C. Use of Dogs

23-20-3 & R657-5-16
A person may not use the aid of a dog to take, chase, harm or harass big game.
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D. Party Hunting
R657-5-16

A person may not take big game for another person, except as provided in Utah
Admin. Code Rule R657-12.

E. Big Game Contests

R657-5-17
A person may not enter or hold a big game contest that:
(1) is based on big game or their parts; and
(2) offers cash or prizes totaling more than $500.

IX. TAGGING, TRANSPORTING AND

EXPORTING BIG GAME

A. Tagging
23-20-30 & R657-5-18

(1) The carcass of any species of big game must be tagged before the carcass is
moved from or the hunter leaves the site of kill.

(2) To tag a carcass, a person shall:

(a) completely detach the tag from the permit;

(b) completely remove the appropriate notches to correspond with:

(i) the date the animal was taken; and

(i) the sex of the animal; and

(c) attach the tag to the carcass so that the tag remains securely fastened and
visible.

(3) A person may not:

(a) remove more than one notch indicating date or sex; or

(b) tag more than one carcass using the same tag.

(4) A person may not hunt or pursue big game after any of the notches have been
removed from the tag or the tag has been detached from the permit.

(5) The tag must remain with the largest portion of the meat until the animal is
entirely consumed.

B. Transporting Big Game Within Utah
R657-5-19

(1) A person may transport big game within Utah only as follows:

(a) the head or sex organs must remain attached to the largest portion of the
qrcass;

(b) the antlers attached to the skull plate must be transported with the carcass of
an elk taken in a spike bull unit; and

(c) the person who harvested the big game animal must accompany the carcass
and must possess a valid permit corresponding to the tag attached to the carcass,
except as provided in Subsection (2).

(2) A person who did not take the big game animal may transport it only after
obtaining a shipping permit or disposal receipt from the Division or a donation slip as
provided in Section X.A., Donating.

C. Exporting Big Game From Utah
R657-5-20

A person may export big game or their parts from Utah only if:

(1) the person who harvested the big game animal accompanies it and possesses
a valid permit corresponding to the tag which must be attached to the largest portion
of the carcass; or

(2) the person exporting the big game animal or its parts, if it is not the person
who harvested the animal, has obtained a shipping permit from the Division.

D. Carcass Importation
R657-5-69

(1) Itis unlawful to import dead elk, mule deer, or white-tailed deer or their parts
from the areas of any state, province, game management unit, equivalent wildlife
management unit, or county, which has deer or elk diagnosed with Chronic Wasting
Disease, except the following portions of the carcass:

(a) meat that is cut and wrapped either commercially or privately;

(b) quarters or other portion of meat with no part of the spinal column or head
attached;

(c) meat that is boned out;

(d) hides with no heads attached;

(e) skull plates with antlers attached that have been cleaned of all meat and tissue;

(f) antlers with no meat or tissue attached;

(9) upper canine teeth, also known as buglers, whistlers, or ivories; or

(h) finished taxidermy heads.

(2)(a) The affected states, provinces, game management units, equivalent wildlife
management units, or counties, which have deer or elk diagnosed with Chronic Wasting
Disease shall be available at Division offices and through the Division’s Internet address.

(b) Importation of harvested elk, mule deer or white-tailed deer or their parts from
the affected areas are hereby restricted pursuant to Subsection (1).

(3) Nonresidents of Utah transporting harvested elk, mule deer, or white-tailed
deer from the affected areas are exempt if they:

(a) do not leave any part of the harvested animal in Utah and do not stay more
than 24 hours in the state of Utah;

(b) do not have their deer or elk processed in Utah; or

(c) do not leave any parts of the carcass in Utah.

X. POSSESSION AND USE OF BIG GAME

A. Donating

23-20-9
(1) A person may donate protected wildlife or their parts to another person only at

the following places:

(a) the residence of the donor;

(b) the residence of the person receiving protected wildlife or their parts;

(c) ameat locker;

(d) astorage plant; or

(e) a meat processing facility.

(2) A written statement of donation must be kept with the protected wildlife or
parts showing:

(a) the number and species of protected wildlife or parts donated;

(b) the date of donation;

(c) the license or permit number of the donor; and

(d) the signature of the donor.

(3) Notwithstanding Subsections (1) and (2), a person may donate the hide of a
big game animal to another person or organization at any place without a donation slip.

B. Waste of Wildlife
23-20-8

A person may not waste or permit to be wasted or spoiled any protected wildlife or
any part of them.

C. Purchasing or Selling Big Game or Their Parts
23-20-3 & R657-5-21

(1) A person may not purchase, sell, offer or possess for sale, barter, exchange or
trade any big game or their parts, except as follows:

(@) Antlers, heads and horns of legally taken big game may be purchased or sold
only between February 15, 2006 through July 31, 2006;

(b) Untanned hides of legally taken big game may be purchased or sold only
between August 1, 2006 through February 13, 2007;

(c) Inedible byproducts, excluding hides, antlers and horns, of legally possessed
big game as provided in Subsection 23-20-3(1)(d), may be purchased or sold at any
time;

(d) tanned hides of legally taken big game may be purchased or sold at any time;
and

(e) shed antlers and horns may be purchased or sold at any time.

(2)(a) Protected wildlife that is unlawfully taken and seized by the Division may be
sold at any time by the Division or its agent.

(b) A person may purchase protected wildlife, which is sold in accordance with
Subsection (2)(a), at any time.

(3) Aperson selling or purchasing antlers, heads, horns or untanned hides shall
keep transaction records stating:

(a) the name and address of the person who harvested the animal;

(b) the transaction date; and

(c) the permit number of the person who harvested the animal.

(4) Subsection (3) does not apply to scouting programs or other charitable
organizations using untanned hides.

D. Possession of Antlers and Horns

R657-5-22

(1) A person may possess antlers or horns or parts of antlers or horns only from:

(a) lawfully harvested big game;

(b) antlers or horns lawfully purchased as provided in Section X.C., Purchasing or
Selling Big Game or Their Parts; or

(c) shed antlers or horns.

(2) “Shed antler” means an antler which:

(a) has been dropped naturally from a big game animal as part of its annual life
cycle; and

(b) has arounded hase commonly known as the antler button or burr attached
which signifies a natural life cycle process.

(3) “Shed horn” means the sheath from the horn of a pronghorn that has been
dropped naturally as part of its annual life cycle. No other big game species shed their
horns naturally.

XI. AIDING AND ASSISTING

23-20-23

It is unlawful for any person to aid or assist any other person to violate any
provisions of the Wildlife Resources Code or any rules or regulations established under it.
The penalty for violating this section is the same as for the provision for which aid or
assistance is given.

Xil. USE OF MOTORIZED VEHICLES

Motorized vehicles are not permitted on state wildlife management areas, except as
marked or posted open.

XIll. ADMINISTRATIVE CHECK POINTS

The Division monitors the taking and possession of wildlife, the required licenses,
permits, tags and Certificates of Registration, and firearms, and equipment used for
hunting.
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Hunters should expect to encounter conservation officers or biologists checking
hunters in the field, at checking stations and check points.

These contacts allow the Division to collect valuable information concerning
wildlife populations and trends as well as helping to fulfill the Divisions responsibility
as trustee and custodian of wildlife.

XIV. POACHING-REPORTED REWARD

PERMITS

R657-5-23

Any person who provides information leading to another person's arrest and
successful prosecution for wanton destruction of a buck deer, bull elk, buck pronghorn,
bull moose, bison, desert bighorn ram, Rocky Mountain bighorn ram, or Rocky
Mountain goat under Section 23-20-4, for any once-in-a-lifetime species or within any
limited entry area may receive a permit from the Division to hunt the same species on
the same once-in-a-lifetime or limited entry area where the violation occurred in
accordance with Utah Admin. Code Rule R657-5-23. This section of the rule may be
viewed through the Division's Internet address: wildlife.utah.gov/rules.

BIG GAME APPLICATIONS, DRAWING AND

PERMIT SALES

R657-5-24

(1) A person may obtain only one permit per species of big game, including
premium limited entry, limited entry, CWMU, once-in-a-lifetime, conservation,
sportsman, landowner and general permits, except antlerless permits as provided in
the Antlerless Addendum to this proclamation and permits as provided in Utah Admin.
Code Rule R657-42. The Antlerless Addendum will be available in June.

(2)(a) Premium limited entry, limited entry, CWMU, once-in-a-lifetime (See
Section XV.), and general permits (See Section XVI.) may be obtained through the big
game drawing. An application for premium limited entry, limited entry, CWMU, and
once-in-a-lifetime permits; and a separate application for general deer and youth
general any bull elk (YH499) permits will both be available by January 17, 2006 from
license agents, Division offices and through the Division’s Internet address:
wildlife.utah.gov.

(b) Permits remaining after the drawing may be obtained beginning June 15,
2006 on a first-come, first-served basis from Division offices and through participating
online license agents. Permits may also be available through the Division’s Internet
address: wildlife.utah.gov.

(3) General archery elk, general season spike bull elk, general muzzleloader spike
elk, general season any bull elk, and general muzzleloader any bull elk permits may be
obtained beginning June 15, 2006 on a first-come, first-served basis from Division
offices, through participating online license agents, and through the Division’s Internet
address: wildlife.utah.gov.

(4) A person must notify the Division of any change of mailing address, residency,
telephone number, and physical description.

(5) Alist of participating online license agents can be found at Division offices
and through the Division's Internet address: wildlife.utah.gov.
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XV. Premium Limited Entry, Limited
Entry, CWMU and Once-In-A-Lifetime

Application and Drawing Procedure

A. Application Process for Premium Limited Entry,

Limited Entry, CWMU and Once-In-A-Lifetime Permits

R657-5-24
(1) Applications will be available by January 17, 2006, from license agents,

Division offices, and through the Division’s Internet address: wildlife.utah.gov.

(2) Aresident may apply in the drawing for the following permits:

(a) only one of the following:

(i) buck deer - premium limited entry, limited entry and CWMU (up to two hunt
number choices); or

(ii) bull elk - premium limited entry, limited entry and CWMU (up to two hunt
number choices); or

(iii) buck pronghorn - limited entry and CWMU (up to two hunt number choices);
and

(d) only one once-in-a-lifetime permit, including once-in-a-lifetime CWMU
permits.

(3) A nonresident may apply in the drawing for the following permits:

(a) only one of the following:

(i) buck deer - premium limited entry and limited entry (up to two hunt number
choices); or

(ii) bull elk - premium limited entry or limited entry (up to two hunt number
choices); or

(iii) buck pronghorn - limited entry (up to two hunt number choices); and

(d) only one once-in-a-lifetime permit.

(4) A person may not submit more than one application per species as provided in
Subsections (2) or (3).

(5)(a) Applications must be submitted in one of the following ways:

(i) through the mail to: UTAH WILDLIFE ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICES, PO BOX
30389, SALT LAKE CITY, UTAH 84130-0389; or

(ii) through an overnight mail service to: UTAH WILDLIFE ADMINISTRATIVE
SERVICES, 185 N MAINE ST, FALLON, NEVADA 89406; or

(iiii) through the Division’s Internet address: wildlife.utah.gov.

(b) Applications must be received at the Utah Wildlife Administrative Services's
P.0. Box, through an overnight mail service at the Utah Wildlife Administrative
Services's street address no later than 5 p.m. on February 16, 2006, or through the
Division’s Internet address, no later than 11 p.m. on February 16, 2006. Allow the Post
Office time to process the mail. This is not a drop box. The Division of Wildlife
Resources cannot guarantee delivery. Check with your local postmaster for service.
Overnight mail cannot be delivered to a Post Office box.

(c) If an error is found on an application, those applications received through the
mail, through an overnight mail service, or through the Internet by 5 p.m. on February
9, 2006, may receive an application correction letter. Corrections by the applicant can
only be made using the personalized and numbered application correction letter
mailed to the applicant. Corrections must be mailed to the address identified in the
application correction letter and received no later than the date indicated in the letter.

(d) Ifan error is found on an application received between February 9, 2006, and
February 16, 2006, the application may be considered for correction if processing time
allows.

(e) The opportunity to correct an error is not guaranteed. The Division reserves
the right to correct applications without sending a correction letter.

(6)(a) Late applications received by March 2, 2006, will not be considered in the
drawing, but will be processed for the purpose of entering data into the Division’s draw
database to provide:

(i) future preprinted applications;

(ii) notification by mail of late application and other draw opportunities; and

(iiii) re-evaluation of Division or third-party errors.

(b) The $5 handling fee will be used to process the late application. Any permit
fees submitted with the application will be refunded.

(c) Late applications received after March 2, 2006, will not be processed and will
be returned.

(7) Any person who applies for a hunt that occurs on private land is responsible for
obtaining written permission from the landowner to access the property. To avoid
disappointment and wasting the permit and fee if access is not obtained, hunters should
get permission before applying. The Division does not guarantee access and does not
have the names of landowners where hunts occur. Hunts that occur primarily on private
land are indicated by an asterisk.

(8) Only a resident may apply for or obtain a resident permit and only a
nonresident may apply for or obtain a nonresident permit, except as provided in Section
XV.E(3).

(9) To apply for a resident permit, a person must be a resident at the time of
purchase.

(10) The posting date of the drawing shall be considered the purchase date of a
permit.

(11) If an application is rejected due to an error in fees and more than one species
is applied for, the individual will be kept in the drawing for any species with sufficient
fees using the draw order. (For example, if a person applies for limited entry elk and a
bison permit, but does not send enough money for the bison permit, the applicant will
be kept in the drawing for elk if enough money was included for the limited entry elk
application.)

B. Applying as a Group for Premium Limited Entry,

Limited Entry and CWMU Permits
R657-5-26

(1) Up to four people may apply together for premium limited entry, limited entry
and resident CWMU deer, elk, or pronghorn permits.

(2) Applicants must indicate the number of hunters in the group by filling in the
appropriate box on each application form.

(3) Group applicants must submit their applications together in the same
envelope.

(4) Residents and nonresidents may apply together.

(5)(a) Group applicants are processed as one single application.

(b) Any bonus points used for a group application are averaged and rounded down.

(6) When applying as a group:

(a) if the group is successful in the drawing, then all applicants with valid
applications in that group will receive a permit;

(b) if the group is rejected due to an error in fees and only one species is applied
for, then the entire group is rejected;

(c) if the group is rejected due to an error in fees and more than one species is
applied for, the group will be kept in the drawing for any species for which the group has
sufficient fees, using the draw order (For example, if a group of four applies for limited
entry deer and two members of the group also apply for bull moose, and the applicants
only send enough money for limited entry deer, the group members will be kept in the
drawing for limited entry deer. If the group is unsuccessful in the limited entry draw, the
group will not be included in the once-in-a-lifetime drawing for moose.); or

(d) if one or more members of the group is rejected due to an error other than fees,
the members with valid applications will be kept in the drawing, unless the group
indicates on the application that all members are to be rejected.

(i) The applicant whose application is on the top of all the applications for that
group, will be designated the group leader.
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(i) If any group member has an error on their application that is not corrected
during the correction process, the reject box on the group leader's application will
determine whether the entire group is rejected.

C. Fees for Premium Limited Entry, Limited Entry, CNMU
and Once-In-A-Lifetime
R657-5-25 & R657-42

(1) Each application must include:

(@) the highest permit fee of any permits applied for;

(b) a5 nonrefundable handling fee for one of the following permits:

(i) buck deer;

(ii) bull elk; or

(iii) buck pronghorn; and

(c) a %5 nonrefundable handling fee for once-in-a-lifetime permits; and

(d) the $5 nonrefundable handling fee, if applying for a bonus point.

(2)(a) Personal checks, business checks, money orders, cashier's checks, and
American Express, Discover, MasterCard and VISA credit or debit cards are accepted.

(b) Personal and business checks drawn on an out-of-state account are not
accepted.

(c) Third-party checks are not accepted.

(d) All payments must be made payable to the Utah Division of Wildlife Resources.

(3)(a) Credit or debit cards must be valid at least 30 days after the drawing results
are posted. Drawing results are posted by April 28, 2006. Credit or debit cards must be
valid at least through May 2006.

(b) Checks, and credit or debit cards will not be accepted as combined payment on
single or group applications.

(c) If applicants are applying as a group, all fees for all applicants in that group
must be charged to one credit or debit card.

(d) Handling fees and donations are charged to the credit or debit card when the
application is processed.

(e) Permit fees may be charged to the credit or debit card prior to the post date, if
successful.

(f) The Division shall not be held responsible for bank charges incurred for the use
of credit or debit cards.

(4)(a) An application is voidable if the check is returned unpaid from the bank, or
the credit or debit card is invalid or refused.

(b) The Division charges a $20 returned check collection fee for any check returned
unpaid.

(5)(a) Alicense or permit is voidable if the check is returned unpaid from the bank,
or the credit or debit card is invalid or refused.

(b) The Division may make attempt to contact the successful applicant by phone or
mail to collect payment prior to voiding the permit.

(c) The Division shall reinstate the applicant’s bonus points or preference points,
whichever is applicable, and waive waiting periods, if applicable, when voiding a permit
in accordance with this subsection.

(d) A permit which is deemed void in accordance with this subsection may be
reissued by the Division to the next person listed on the alternate drawing list.

(6)(a) Alicense or permit received by a person shall be deemed invalid if payment
for that license or permit is not received, or a check is returned unpaid from the bank, or
the credit or debit card is invalid or refused.

(b) A person must notify the Division of any change of credit or debit card numbers
if the credit or debit card is invalid or refused.

(7) Hunting with a permit where payment has not been received for that permit
constitutes a violation of hunting without a valid permit.

(8) The Division may require a money order or cashier’s check to correct payment
for a license, permit, or Certificate of Registration.

(9) Any person who fails to pay the required fee for any license, permit or
Certificate of Registration, shall be ineligible to obtain any other license, permit, tag, or
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Certificate of Registration until the delinquent fees and associated collection costs are
paid.

D. Application Withdrawal for Premium Limited Entry,
Limited Entry, CWMU and Once-In-A-Lifetime
R657-5-62

(1) A person may withdraw their application for the big game drawing by
requesting such in writing by March 2, 2006.

(2) The applicant must send their notarized signature with a statement
requesting that their application be withdrawn to: Utah Wildlife Administrative
Services, P.0. Box 30389, Salt Lake City, Utah 84130-0389.

(3) Handling fees will not be refunded and bonus points will not be awarded.

E. Application Amendments
R657-5-62

(1)(@) An applicant may amend their application for the big game drawing by
requesting such in writing by March 2, 2006.

(b) Anamendment form, which requests all of the necessary information to
amend an application, is available at Division offices and through the Division’s Internet
address: wildlife.utah.gov.

(2) The applicant must send their notarized signature with a statement
requesting that their application be amended to: Utah Wildlife Administrative Services,
P.0. Box 30389, Salt Lake City, Utah 84130-0389.

(3) The applicant must identify in their statement the requested amendment to
their application.

(4) Handling fees will not be refunded.

(5) An amendment may cause rejection if the amendment causes an error on the
application.

F. Drawing Process and Results for Premium Limited
Entry, Limited Entry, CWNMU and Once-In-A-Lifetime
R657-5-27

(1) Permits are drawn in the following order:

(a) premium limited entry, limited entry and CWMU buck deer;

(b) premium limited entry, limited entry and CWMU elk;

(c) limited entry and CWMU buck pronghorn;

(d) once-in-a-lifetime;

(e) youth general buck deer;

(f) general buck deer; and
(g) youth general any bull elk (YH499).

(2) Any person who draws one of the following permits is not eligible to draw a
once-in-a-lifetime permit:

(a) apremium limited entry, limited entry or CWMU buck deer;

(b) alimited entry, or CWMU elk; or

(c) alimited entry or CWMU buck pronghorn.

(3) If permits remain after all choices have been evaluated separately for
residents and nonresidents, a second evaluation will be done allowing cross-over usage
of remaining resident and nonresident permit quotas.

(4)(a) Applicants will be notified by mail and e-mail of draw results by April 28,
2006. The drawing results will be posted on the Division's Internet address:
wildlife.utah.gov.

(b) Drawing results may also be obtained by calling 1-800-221-0659 (Wildlife
Administrative Services), 24 hours per day, 7 days per week.
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G. Permits Remaining After the Drawing for Premium
Limited Entry, Limited Entry, CWMU and Once-In-A-
Lifetime

R657-5-29

(1) The list of remaining permits will be available by April 28, 2006, from Division
offices and through the Division’s Internet address: wildlife.utah.gov.

(2)(a) Permits remaining after April 28, 2006, will be sold over-the-counter on a
first-come, first-served basis at Division offices and through participating online license
agents beginning June 15, 2006.

(b) Permits remaining after April 28, 2006, may also be available through the
Division's Internet address: wildlife.utah.gov.

H. Application Refunds for Premium Limited Entry,
Limited Entry, CWMU and Once-In-A-Lifetime
R657-5-28

(1) Unsuccessful applicants, who applied on the drawing and who applied with a
check or money order, will receive a refund in May.

(2)(@) Unsuccessful applicants, who applied with a credit or debit card, will not be
charged for a permit.

(b) Unsuccessful applicants, who applied as a group, will receive an equally
distributed refund of money remaining after the successful applicants' permits are paid
for (See Section XV.B.(6)).

BONUS POINTS
R657-5-37

Bonus points apply to each species in the Bucks, Bulls and Once-in-a-Lifetime
Drawing. A bonus point is awarded for each unsuccessful application to hunt premium
limited entry, limited entry, and CMWU buck deer, bull elk and pronghorn, and for
unsuccessful applications for the state's once-in-a-lifetime species—bison, bighorn
sheep, moose and mountain goat.

An individual, who does not want to hunt in the current year, may still apply for a
bonus point only, for one or more species, by selecting the appropriate hunt choice or
choices on the application and paying the $5 handling fee. The application period is
January 17— February 16, 2006.

Because honus points are applied for by species, any person who is eligible to hunt

the species may apply for a bonus point for premium limited entry, limited entry, or once-

in-a-lifetime, even if that particular hunt is not being offered that year.

To apply for a bonus point, you must be eligible for the hunt for which you are
applying. For example, if you are eligible for a limited entry buck deer permit, you are
eligible to apply for a limited entry buck deer bonus point.

You can apply for:

- one limited entry permit and one once-in-a lifetime permit; or

- one limited entry bonus point and one once-in-a-lifetime bonus point; or

- one limited entry permit and one once-in-a-lifetime bonus point; or

- one limited entry bonus point and one once-in-a-lifetime permit.

If you apply for a permit, and a bonus point for the same species, your application
will be rejected.

If you apply for more than one premium limited entry or limited entry bonus point,
your application will be rejected.

If you apply for more than one once-in-a-lifetime bonus point, your application will
be rejected.

Your general buck deer permit application does not affect bonus points for limited

entry deer. If you draw a general buck deer permit, you will still receive a bonus point for

your unsuccessful premium limited entry, limited entry or CWMU application.
The Division has retained electronic copies of application information from 1996 to
present.

(c) If group members have other financial arrangements between themselves,
group members should be prepared to reallocate each group member's individual
refunds among themselves.

(3) The $5 handling fees are nonrefundable.

I. Waiting Periods for Premium Limited Entry, Limited
Entry, CWMU and Once-In-A-Lifetime

1. Buck Deer (2-year waiting period)

R657-5-30
(1) A person who obtained a premium limited entry buck deer, limited entry buck

deer or CWMU buck deer permit through the big game drawing process in 2004 or 2005
may not apply in the big game drawing for any of these permits in 2006.

(2) A person who obtains a premium limited entry buck deer, limited entry buck
deer or CWMU buck deer permit through the big game drawing process in 2006 may not
apply in the big game drawing for any of these permits again until 2009.

(3) A waiting period does not apply to:

(a) general archery, general any weapon, general muzzleloader, antlerless deer,
Conservation, Sportsman, Poaching-Reported Reward and Dedicated Hunter limited
entry deer permits; or

(b) CWMU or limited entry landowner buck deer permits obtained through the
landowner.

How your bonus points work in the draw:

Fifty percent (odd numbers are rounded down) of the permits for each hunt unit
number are reserved for applicants with the most bonus points.

You receive one random drawing number for each species you apply for and one for
every bonus point you have for that species. Your lowest random number is used in the
drawing.

Bonus points are averaged and rounded down when two or more applicants apply as
agroup. For example, if hunter A with seven bonus points and hunter B with zero bonus
points apply as a group, the bonus points are averaged (3.5) and rounded down to three.
The group receives three random draw numbers for the bonus points, plus one random
draw number for the group application, for a total of four draw numbers. The lowest
random number is used in the drawing.

In the draw for limited entry buck deer, the applications are sorted into groups by
the number of bonus points, from highest to lowest—a 10 Bonus Point Group, a 9 Bonus
Point Group, etc. Hunters applying alone will be treated as a group of one. Within each
group of bonus points for limited entry buck deer, the applications are sorted from lowest
to highest draw number. Permits are awarded in order, based on the hunt choice
selected.

Any person may surrender their premium limited entry, limited entry or once-in-a-
lifetime permit prior to the season opening date, for the purpose of waiving the waiting
period normally assessed and reinstating the number of bonus points, including a bonus
point for the current year (just as if a permit had not been drawn).

You cannot apply for a hunt or receive a bonus point if:

- you are currently under wildlife license suspension for big game hunting; or

- you are currently under a waiting period for that species; or

- you have already obtained a permit for that once-in-a-lifetime species; or

- you have not met the required harvest reporting requirement for premium limited
entry, limited entry or once-in-a-lifetime species.

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2. Bull Elk (5-year waiting period)
R657-5-31

(1) A person who obtained a limited entry bull elk or CWMU bull elk permit
through the big game drawing process in 2001, 2002, 2003, 2004 or 2005 may not apply
in the big game drawing for any of these permits in 2006.

(2) A person who obtains a premium limited entry bull elk, limited entry bull elk or
CWMU bull elk permit through the big game drawing process in 2006 may not apply in
the big game drawing for any of these permits again until 2012.

(3) A waiting period does not apply to:

(a) general archery, general any weapon, general muzzleloader, antlerless elk,
CWMU spike bull elk, Conservation, Sportsman, Poaching-Reported Reward and
Dedicated Hunter limited entry elk permits; or

(b) CWMU or limited entry landowner bull elk permits obtained through the
landowner.

3. Buck Pronghorn (2-year waiting period)
R657-5-32

(1) A person who obtained a buck pronghorn or CWMU buck pronghorn permit
through the big game drawing process in 2004 or 2005 may not apply in the big game
drawing for a buck pronghorn permit in 2006.

(2) A person who obtains a buck pronghorn or a CWMU buck pronghorn permit
through the big game drawing process in 2006 may not apply in the big game drawing
for either of these permits again until 2009.

(3) A waiting period does not apply to:

(a) doe pronghorn or Conservation, Sportsman and Poaching-Reported Reward
pronghorn permits; or

(b) CWMU or limited entry landowner buck pronghorn permits obtained through
the landowner.

4. Once-In-A-Lifetime Permits
R657-5-34

(1) Any person who has obtained a permit for any bull moose, bison, Rocky
Mountain bighorn sheep, desert bighorn sheep, or Rocky Mountain goat may not apply
for a once-in-a-lifetime permit for the same species in the big game drawing or
sportsman permit drawing.

(2) A person who has been convicted of unlawfully taking a once-in-a-lifetime
species may not apply for or obtain a permit for that species.

5. Permits Obtained After the Drawing
R657-5-35

(1) Waiting periods provided in Sections XV.I.1. through 3. do not apply to the
purchase of permits remaining after April 28, 2006.

(2) However, waiting periods are incurred as a result of purchasing remaining
permits after the drawing. Therefore, if a remaining permit is purchased in the current
year, waiting periods will be in effect when applying for that species in the drawing in
following years.

6. CWMU Permits and Landowner Permits
R657-5-36

(1) A waiting period or once-in-a-lifetime status does not apply to purchasing
limited entry landowner or CWMU permits obtained through a landowner, except as
provided in Subsection (2).

(2) Waiting periods are incurred for the purpose of applying in the big game
drawing as a result of obtaining a CWMU bull moose permit through a landowner.
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XVI. GENERAL BUCK DEER AND YOUTH
GENERAL ANY BULL ELK (YH499)

APPLICATION AND DRAWING PROCEDURE

General any weapon and general muzzleloader buck deer permits are allocated by
region. An applicant should not list a region choice more than once.

A. Application Process for General Buck Deer and Youth

General Any Bull Elk (YH499) Permits
R657-5-24

(1) Applications will be available by January 17, 2006, from license agents,
Division offices, and through the Division’s Internet address: wildlife.utah.gov.

(2) A person may apply in the drawing for:

(a)(i) astatewide general archery buck deer permit; or

(ii) by region for a general any weapon buck deer permit; or

(iiii) by region for a general muzzleloader buck deer permit.

(b) Ayouth may apply in the drawing as provided in Subsection (a) or Section
XVI.B, and for a youth general any bull elk permit (YH499) as provided in Section
XVIILD.

(3) A person may not submit more than one application per species as provided in
Subsection (2).

(4)(a) Applications must be submitted in one of the following ways:

(i) through the mail to: UTAH WILDLIFE ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICES, PO BOX
30389, SALT LAKE CITY, UTAH 84130-0389; or

(ii) through an overnight mail service to: UTAH WILDLIFE ADMINISTRATIVE
SERVICES, 185 N MAINE ST, FALLON, NEVADA 89406; or

(iiii) through the Division’s Internet address: wildlife.utah.gov.

(b) Applications must be received at the Utah Wildlife Administrative Services's
P.0. Box, through an overnight mail service at the Utah Wildlife Administrative
Services's street address no later than 5 p.m. on February 16, 2006, or through the
Division’s Internet address, no later than 11 p.m. on February 16, 2006. Allow the Post
Office time to process the mail. This is not a drop box. The Division of Wildlife
Resources cannot guarantee delivery. Check with your local postmaster for service.
Overnight mail cannot be delivered to a Post Office box.

(c) Ifan error is found on an application, those applications received through the
mail, through an overnight mail service, or through the Internet by 5 p.m. on February
9, 2006, may receive an application correction letter. Corrections by the applicant can
only be made using the personalized and numbered application correction letter
mailed to the applicant. Corrections must be mailed to the address identified in the
application correction letter and received no later than the date indicated in the letter.

(d) The opportunity to correct an error is not guaranteed. The Division reserves
the right to correct applications without sending a correction letter.

(6)(a) Late applications received by March 2, 2006, will not be considered in the
drawing, but will be processed for the purpose of entering data into the Division’s draw
database to provide:

(i) future preprinted applications;

(ii) notification by mail of late application and other draw opportunities; and

(iiii) re-evaluation on Division or third-party errors.

(b) The $5 handling fee will be used to process the late application. Any permit
fees submitted with the application will be refunded.

(c) Late applications received after March 2, 2006, will not be processed and will
be returned.

(7) Any person who applies for a hunt that occurs on private land is responsible
for obtaining written permission from the landowner to access the property. To avoid
disappointment and wasting the permit and fee if access is not obtained, hunters
should get permission before applying. The Division does not guarantee access and
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does not have the names of landowners where hunts occur. Hunts that occur primarily
on private land are indicated by an asterisk.

(8) Only a resident may apply for or obtain a resident permit and only a
nonresident may apply for or obtain a nonresident permit.

(9) To apply for a resident permit, a person must be a resident at the time of
purchase.

(10) The posting date of the drawing shall be considered the purchase date of a
permit.

B. Youth General Buck Deer Drawing Process
R657-5-27

(1)(a) Fifteen percent of the general buck deer permits in each region are
reserved for youth hunters.

(b) For purposes of this section, "youth" means any person 18 years of age or
younger on the opening day of the general archery buck deer season.

(2)(a) Youth hunters who wish to participate in the youth drawing must:

(i) submit an application in accordance with Section XVI.A.; and

(ii) not apply as a group.

(b) Youth applicants who apply for a general buck deer permit as provided in
Subsection (2)(a), will automatically be considered in the youth drawing based upon
their birth date.

(3) Preference points shall be used when applying.

(4) Any reserved permits remaining and any youth applicants who were not
selected for reserved permits shall be returned to the general buck deer drawing.

C. Applying as a Group for General Buck Deer or Youth
General Any Bull Elk (YH499) Permits
R657-5-26

(1)(a) Up to ten people may apply together for general buck deer permits.

(b) Up to two youth may apply together for youth general any bull elk (YH499)
permits.

(c) Youth applicants who wish to participate in the Youth General Buck Deer
Drawing Process as provided in Section XVI.B., must not apply as part of a group.

(2) Applicants must indicate the number of hunters in the group by filling in the
appropriate box on each application form.

(3) Group applicants must submit their applications together in the same
envelope.

(4) Residents and nonresidents may apply together.

(5)(a) Group applicants are processed as one single application.

(b) Any preference points used in the group application are averaged and
rounded down.

(6) When applying as a group:

(a) if the group is successful in the drawing, then all applicants with valid
applications in that group will receive a permit;

(b) if the group is rejected due to an error in fees the entire group is rejected;

(c) if one or more members of the group is rejected due to an error other than
fees, the members with valid applications will be kept in the drawing, unless the group
indicates on the application that all members are to be rejected.

(i) The applicant whose application is on the top of all the applications for that
group, will be designated the group leader.

(ii) If any group member has an error on their application that is not corrected
during the correction process, the reject box on the group leader's application will
determine whether the entire group is rejected.

D. Fees for General Buck Deer and Youth General Any Bull

Elk (YH499) Permits
R657-5-25 & R657-42
(1) Each application must include:

(a) the permit fee, which includes the $5 nonrefundable handling fee; or

(b) the $5 nonrefundable handling fee per species, if applying for a preference
point.

(2)(a) Personal checks, business checks, money orders, cashier's checks, and
American Express, Discover, MasterCard and VISA credit and debit cards are accepted.

(b) Personal and business checks drawn on an out-of-state account are not
accepted.

(c) Third-party checks are not accepted.

(d) All payments must be made payable to the Utah Division of Wildlife Resources.

(3)(a) Credit or debit cards must be valid at least 30 days after the drawing results
are posted. Drawing results are posted by April 28, 2006. Credit or debit cards must be
valid at least through May 2006.

(b) Checks, and credit or debit cards will not be accepted as combined payment on
single or group applications.

(c) If applicants are applying as a group, all fees for all applicants in that group
must be charged to one credit or debit card.

(d) Handling fees and donations are charged to the credit or debit card when the
application is processed.

(e) Permit fees may be charged to the credit or debit card prior to the post date, if
successful.

(f) The Division shall not be held responsible for bank charges incurred for the use
of credit or debit cards.

(4)(a) An application is voidable if the check is returned unpaid from the bank, or
the credit or debit card is invalid or refused.

(b) The Division charges a $20 returned check collection fee for any check returned
unpaid.

(5)(a) Alicense or permit is voidable if the check is returned unpaid from the bank,
or the credit or debit card is invalid or refused.

(b) The Division may make attempt to contact the successful applicant by phone or
mail to collect payment prior to voiding the permit.

(c) The Division shall reinstate the applicant’s bonus points or preference points,
whichever is applicable, and waive waiting periods, if applicable, when voiding a permit
in accordance with this subsection.

(d) A permit which is deemed void in accordance with this subsection may be
reissued by the Division to the next person listed on the alternate drawing list.

(6)(a) Alicense or permit received by a person shall be deemed invalid if payment
is not received for that license or permit, or a check is returned unpaid from the bank, or
the credit or debit card is invalid or refused.

(b) A person must notify the Division of any change of credit or debit card numbers
if the credit or debit card is invalid or refused.

(7) Hunting with a permit where payment has not been received for that permit
constitutes a violation of hunting without a valid permit.

(8) The Division may require a money order or cashier’s check to correct payment
for a license, permit, or Certificate of Registration.

(9) Any person who fails to pay the required fee for any license, permit or
Certificate of Registration, shall be ineligible to obtain any other license, permit, tag, or
Certificate of Registration until the delinquent fees and associated collection costs are
paid.

E. Application Withdrawal for General Buck Deer and
Youth General Any Bull Elk (YH499)
R657-5-62

(1) A person may withdraw their application for the big game drawing by
requesting such in writing by March 2, 2006.

(2) The applicant must send their notarized signature with a statement requesting
that their application be withdrawn to: Utah Wildlife Administrative Services, P.0. Box
30389, Salt Lake City, Utah 84130-0389.

(3) Handling fees will not be refunded and preference points will not be awarded.
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F. Application Amendments for General Buck Deer and
Youth General Any Bull Elk (YH499)
R657-5-62

(1)(@) An applicant may amend their application for the big game drawing by
requesting such in writing by March 2, 2006.

(b) Anamendment form, which requests all of the necessary information to amend
an application, is available at Division offices and through the Division’s Internet address:
wildlife.utah.gov.

(2) The applicant must send their notarized signature with a statement requesting
that their application be amended to: Utah Administrative Services, P.0. Box 30389, Salt
Lake City, Utah 84130-0389.

(3) The applicant must identify in their statement the requested amendment to
their application.

(4) Handling fees will not be refunded.

(5) An amendment may cause rejection if the amendment causes an error on the
application.

PREFERENCE POINTS
R657-5-37

Preference points are used to ensure that applicants who are unsuccessful, or who
apply for a preference point in the drawing for general buck deer, will have first
preference in the next year's drawing for the respective permits.

Preference points only apply to general buck deer hunts and are awarded for each
unsuccessful general buck deer application.

An individual, who does not want to hunt in the current year, may apply for a
preference point only, for general buck deer by selecting the appropriate preference
point code on the application and paying the $5 handling fee.

This process will determine in which group of preference
points your application will be considered. This group with one preference point will
be considered after all groups or individuals with two or more preference points and
before all groups or individuals with zero preference points.
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(2) If permits remain after all choices have been evaluated separately for
residents and nonresidents, a second evaluation will be done allowing cross-over usage
of remaining resident and nonresident permit quotas.

(3)(a) Applicants will be notified by mail and e-mail of draw results by April 28,
2006. The general drawing results will be posted on the Division Internet address:
wildlife.utah.gov.

(b) Drawing results may also be obtained by calling 1-800-221-0659 (Wildlife
Administrative Services), 24 hours per day, 7 days per week.

(1) Unsuccessful applicants who applied in the big game drawing and who
applied with a check or money order, will receive a refund in May.

In a second example, if hunter A with one preference point and hunter B with
zero preference points apply as a group, the preference points are averaged (0.5) and
rounded down to zero. This process will determine in which group of preference points
your application will be considered. This group with zero preference points will be
considered after all groups or individuals with one or more preference points have
been considered.

In the drawing, the general buck deer applications are sorted into groups by the
number of preference points, from highest to lowest - a 4 Preference Point Group, a 3
Preference Point Group, etc. Within each group of preference points, the applications
are then sorted from lowest to highest draw numbers. (You receive only one random
draw number for the general deer hunt.) Permits are awarded in order, based on the
hunt choice selected.

Applicants who apply for a general buck deer permit will receive a preference
point, even if they are successful in obtaining a premium limited entry, limited entry,
or CWMU deer or elk permit in the drawing.

A. General Archery Buck Deer Hunt
R657-5-38

(1)(a) The statewide general archery buck deer hunt is August 19, 2006—
September 15, 2006, except as provided in Subsection (2).

(b) A person who has obtained a general archery buck deer permit, or any other
permit which allows that person to hunt general archery buck deer, may use archery
equipment to take:

(i) one buck deer statewide within a general hunt area; or

(ii) a deer of hunter's choice within the Wasatch Front or Uintah Basin extended
archery area August 19, 2006—September 15, 2006.

(c) A person who has obtained a general archery buck deer permit, or any other
permit which allows that person to hunt general archery buck deer, may not hunt
within CWMU deer areas.

(d) A person who has obtained a general archery buck deer permit, or any other
permit which allows that person to hunt general archery buck deer, may not hunt
within premium limited entry deer and limited entry deer areas, except Crawford
Mountain.

(2)(a) A person who has obtained a general archery buck deer permit, or any
other permit which allows that person to hunt general archery buck deer, may hunt

within the Wasatch Front, Ogden or Uintah Basin extended archery areas during the
extended archery seasons as provided in Subsections (b), (c) and (d).

(b) A person who has obtained a general archery buck deer permit, or any other
permit which allows that person to hunt general archery buck deer, may hunt within the
Wasatch Front or Uintah Basin extended archery areas using archery equipment to take:

(i) adeer of hunter's choice September 16, 2006—November 30, 2006; or

(ii) an antlerless deer only December 1, 2006—December 15, 2006.

(c) A person who has obtained a general archery buck deer permit, or any other
permit which allows that person to hunt general archery buck deer, may hunt within the
Ogden extended archery area using archery equipment to take a buck deer only
September 16, 2006—November 30, 2006.

(d)(i) A person must complete an extended archery ethics course annually to hunt
the Wasatch Front, Ogden or Uintah Basin extended archery areas during the extended
archery season.

(i) A person must possess the extended archery ethics course certificate of
completion while hunting.

(iii) The ethics course will be available through the Division's Internet address:
wildlife.utah.gov.

(e) Antlerless deer permits for the extended archery areas during the extended
archery season may be available through the Antlerless Addendum.

(3)(a) Any person 18 years of or younger on the opening day of the general archery
buck deer season, may hunt the statewide general archery, or by region for general any
weapon and general muzzleloader deer seasons, using the appropriate equipment as
provided in Section V1., for each respective season, provided that person obtains a
general any weapon or general muzzleloader deer permit for a specified region.

(b) If a person 18 years of age or younger purchases a general archery buck deer
permit, that person may only hunt during the statewide general archery deer season and
the extended archery seasons as provided in Section XVILA.(2).

(4) A person who has obtained a general archery buck deer permit may not hunt
during any other deer hunt or obtain any other deer permit, except antlerless deer.

(5) Hunter orange material must be worn if a centerfire rifle hunt is in progress in
the same area as provided in Section V.B. Archers are cautioned to study rifle hunt tables
and identify rifle/archery overlaps.

(6) Centerfire rifle hunts may occur in the Wasatch Front, Ogden and Uintah Basin
extended archery areas.

Archery Ethics Course

An Archery Ethics Course Certificate of Completion is required before you can
participate in any extended archery hunt. The Archery Ethics Course must be
completed each year you want to participate in any extended archery hunt. This
course is in addition to the regular Hunter Education requirement. The Archery Ethics
Course will be available at the Division’s Internet address: wildlife.utah.gov.

B. General Any Weapon Buck Deer Hunt

R657-5-39
(1) The general any weapon buck deer hunt is October 21, 2006—0October 29, 2006,

except:

(a) the Southeastern Region and Southern Region general any weapon buck deer
hunts are open October 21, 2006—October 25, 2006.

(2) A person who has obtained a general any weapon buck permit may use any
legal weapon to take one buck deer within the hunt area specified on the permit,

(3) A person who has obtained a general any weapon buck permit may not hunt in
the following areas:

(a) Salt Lake County south of I-80 and east of I-15; and

(b) premium limited entry deer and limited entry deer units, except Crawford
Mountain; and

(c) Cooperative Wildlife Management deer units.
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(4) A person who has obtained a general any weapon buck deer permit may not
hunt during any other deer hunt or obtain any other deer permit, except:

(a) antlerless deer; and

(b) any person 18 years of age or younger on the opening day of the general
archery buck deer season, may hunt the statewide general archery, general any weapon
and general muzzleloader deer seasons, using the appropriate equipment as provided in
Section V1., for each respective season, provided that person obtains a general any
weapon or general muzzleloader deer permit for a specified region.

(i) If a person 18 years of age or younger purchases a general archery buck deer
permit, that person may only hunt during the statewide general archery deer season.

C. General Muzzleloader Buck Deer Hunt
R657-5-40

(1) The general muzzleloader buck deer hunt is September 27, 2006—October 5,
2006.

(2) A person who has obtained a general muzzleloader buck permit may use a
muzzleloader to take one buck deer within the general hunt area specified on the
permit.

(3) A person who has obtained a general muzzleloader buck permit may not hunt
in the following areas:

(a) Salt Lake County south of I-80 and east of I-15; and

(b) premium limited entry deer and limited entry deer units, except Crawford
Mountain; and

() Cooperative Wildlife Management deer units.

(4) A person who has obtained a general muzzleloader buck deer permit may not
hunt during any other deer hunt or obtain any other deer permit, except:

(a) antlerless deer; and

(b) any person 18 years of age or younger on the opening day of the general
archery buck deer season, may hunt the statewide general archery, general any weapon
and general muzzleloader deer seasons, using the appropriate equipment as provided in
Section V1., for each respective season, provided that person obtains a general any
weapon or general muzzleloader deer permit for a specified region.

(i) If a person 18 years of age or younger purchases a general archery buck deer
permit, that person may only hunt during the statewide general archery deer season.

(5) Hunter orange material must be worn if a centerfire rifle hunt is in progress in
the same area as provided in Section V.B. Muzzleloader hunters are cautioned to study
the rifle hunt tables to identify rifle/muzzleloader overlaps.

D. Limited Entry Buck Deer Hunts
R657-5-41

(1) To hunt in a premium limited entry or limited entry area, hunters must obtain
the respective limited entry buck deer permit. Limited entry areas are not open to
general archery buck, general any weapon buck, or general muzzleloader buck hunting,
except Crawford Mountain.

(2) Alimited entry buck deer permit allows a person, using the prescribed legal
weapon, to take one buck deer within the area and season specified on the permit,
except deer CWMUs located within a limited entry unit.

(3)(a) A person who has obtained a premium limited entry, limited entry, or
CWMU buck deer permit must report hunt information within 30 days after the end of
the hunting season, whether the permit holder was successful or unsuccessful in
harvesting a buck deer.

(b) Limited entry and CWMU buck deer permit holders must report hunt

information by telephone at 1-800-221-0659, or through the Division's Internet address:

wildlife.utah.gov.
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(c) A person who fails to comply with the requirement in Subsection (a) shall be
ineligible to apply for any once-in-a-lifetime, premium limited entry, limited entry, or
CWMU permit or bonus points in the following year.

(4) A person who has obtained a limited entry buck permit may not hunt during
any other deer hunt or obtain any other deer permit, except antlerless deer.

E. Antlerless Deer Hunts
R657-5-42
(1) To take an antlerless deer, hunters must apply for and obtain an antlerless
deer permit as provided in the Antlerless Addendum to this proclamation. The
Antlerless Addendum will be available in June.

F. Lifetime License Holders
R657-17
1. License Entitlement

(1)(@) A permanent lifetime license card shall be issued to lifetime licensees in
lieu of an annual small game license and fishing license.

(b) The issuance of a permanent lifetime license card does not authorize a
lifetime licensee to all hunting privileges. The lifetime licensee is subject to the rules
and requirements in all proclamations.

(2) Each year, a lifetime licensee who is eligible to hunt big game may receive
without charge, a permit and tag of his choice for one of the following general deer
hunts:

(a) general archery buck deer;

(b) general any weapon buck deer; or

(c) general muzzleloader buck deer.

(3) Sales of lifetime hunting and fishing licenses were discontinued March 1,
1994.

(4)(a) Lifetime license holders may participate in the Dedicated Hunter Program.

(b) Upon entering the Dedicated Hunter Program, the lifetime license holder
agrees to forego any rights to receive a buck deer permit for the general archery,
general any weapon or general muzzleloader deer hunts as provided in Section 23-19-
17.5 during enroliment in the Dedicated Hunter Program.

2. General Deer Permit and Tags

(1)(@) The Division shall send a reminder postcard to each lifetime licensee, who
is eligible to hunt big game, prior to the beginning of the annual bucks, bulls and once-
in-a-lifetime application period as prescribed in this proclamation.

(b) The lifetime licensee shall, prior to the end of the annual bucks, bulls and
once-in-a-lifetime application period:

(i) complete and submit an online Lifetime Questionnaire through the Division's
Internet address; or

(i) complete and submit a paper Lifetime Questionnaire to the address indicated
on the questionnaire.

(iii) Blank questionnaires are available online at the Division's Internet Address or
from any Division office.

(2)(a) Except as provided in Subsection (e) and Subsection (f), the Division may
not issue a permit to any lifetime licensee who was given reasonable notice of the
deadline as provided in Subsection (1)(b) and fails to submit a complete and accurate
Lifetime Questionnaire to the Division.

(b) If an error is found on the Lifetime Questionnaire, submitted online or
through the mail, the lifetime licensee may receive a correction letter. Corrections by
the lifetime licensee can only be made using the personalized and numbered correction
letter. Corrections must be mailed to the address on the correction letter and received
no later than the date indicated on the letter. The opportunity to correct an error is not
guaranteed.

(c) The Division reserves the right to:

(i) contact the lifetime licensee to correct the error; or
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(ii) correct the lifetime licensee's choice of general deer permits without sending
a correction letter.

(d) If the Division is unable to contact the lifetime licensee and correct the error,
the lifetime licensee may not receive a permit, except as provided in Subsection (f).

(e) The director or his designee may issue a permit to a lifetime licensee who did
not receive reasonable notice of the deadline as provided in Subsection (1)(a).

(f) Ifalifetime licensee fails to submit a Lifetime Questionnaire by the deadline
as provided in Subsection (1)(b), the lifetime licensee may obtain an available general
deer permit on the date these permits are made available over-the-counter to the
general public.

(3) As used in this section "reasonable notice" means that a reminder postcard
was sent within a reasonable time before the deadline as provided in Subsection (1)(b)
to the most recent address given to the Division by the lifetime licensee.

(4) Lifetime licensees shall receive a letter from the Division confirming the
information received on the Lifetime Questionnaire.

DEDICATED HUNTER PROGRAM
R657-38

Since its inception in 1995, the Dedicated Hunter Program has provided sportsmen
with an opportunity to become involved with hands-on conservation projects.
Participants in this program are wildlife enthusiasts who are dedicated to Utah's
wildlife resources.

Upon completion of program requirements, participants receive a guaranteed
permit to hunt the buck deer statewide general archery, any weapon and muzzleloader
seasons in the region of their choice. Participants agree to harvest only two deer using
Dedicated Hunter Permits during their three-year enrollment period, and may not
harvest two deer in the same year.

The program currently has more than 8,000 participants and is steadily growing.
There is a 10,000 cap on the number of people who can be in the program.

Program Requirements

In exchange for these additional hunting opportunities, participants must provide
a total of 24 hours of service as a volunteer on Wildlife Conservation Projects, attend
one Regional Advisory Council (RAC) meeting, complete a Wildlife Conservation Course
and return unused Dedicated Hunter Permits and attached tags to the Division.

Participants may choose to substitute some of their Wildlife Conservation Project
hours by paying a fee of $20 per hour. Participants who are residents of Utah may not
purchase more than 16 of the required 24 service hours.

Eight hours of volunteer service on a Wildlife Conservation Project must be
completed before obtaining the first Dedicated Hunter Permit. All 24 hours and the
RAC meeting must be completed before a second Dedicated Hunter Permit is issued.
Wildlife Conservation Projects are listed at the Division Internet address:
wildlife.utah.gov/dh.

The Wildlife Conservation Course must be completed before the Dedicated Hunter
Certificate of Registration (COR) is used. The course can be taken at the Division’s
Internet address: wildlife.utah.gov/dh.

Important Dates

January 17-February 16

The application period to enroll or re-enroll in the Dedicated Hunter program
coincides with the application period for the Big Game Drawing. In 2006, enrollment
starts January 17 and ends February 16.

January 31

Participants must return their unused Dedicated Hunter Permit by January 31
annually to avoid being credited with a program harvest. Each harvest credited to a
participant counts toward the two deer they may harvest with Dedicated Hunter
Permits during the three-year enrollment period.

(5) Lifetime licensees must notify the Division of any change of mailing address,
residency, address, telephone number, physical description, or driver's license number.

(6)(a) Lifetime licensees may apply for or obtain general deer preference points or
permits through the big game general buck deer drawing as provided in Rule R657-5
and this proclamation, provided the lifetime licensee waives their choice of general deer
permits as provided in Section XVIL.F.1.(2) and the region in which the lifetime licensee
chooses to hunt.

(b) Ifalifetime licensee applies for and does not obtain a general deer permit
through the big game general buck deer drawing, the lifetime licensee may only obtain
an available general deer permit beginning when these permits are made available
over-the-counter to the general public.

Permits returned after the deadline will be accepted. Ifa participant has been
credited with one harvest, the harvest will be removed once the late permit has been
received by the Division. If a participant has been credited with two program harvests,
returning an unused permit after the January 31 deadline will allow them to obtain a
Dedicated Hunter Permit ONLY for a region that is available after the big game drawing.
These participants must obtain their Dedicated Hunter Permit over-the-counter at a
Division office. If there are no permits remaining after the big game drawing, no
additional Dedicated Hunter Permits will be issued.

Returning unused permits and attached tags by the January 31 deadline
automatically enters participants into the Dedicated Hunter Limited Entry drawing,
where approximately 24 to 30 deer and elk permits are made available to Dedicated
Hunters. Results for this draw will be posted annually on the Division's Internet
address in late April.

Any changes to regional hunt choice must be made in writing by January 31.

Applications or items that need to be received by the Jan. 31 deadline, must be
mailed to: UTAH DIVISION OF WILDLIFE RESOURCES, ATTN: DEDICATED HUNTER
PROGRAM, PO BOX 146301, SALT LAKE CITY, UTAH, 84114-6301. The Division cannot
guarantee delivery. You may want to consider sending items via certified mail. Check
with your local Postmaster for delivery options.

Cost

The cost of joining the Dedicated Hunter Program covers a Certificate of
Registration (COR), which which entitles the bearer to hunt all three general buck deer
$easons.

Changes Occur
Participants entering or re-entering the program are subject to any changes
subsequently made in the rule, so it is important to read the rule every year.

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3. Applying for Limited Entry Permits in the Big Game Drawing

(1) Alifetime licensee may apply for a limited entry permit offered through the big
game drawing using a Premium Limited Entry, Limited Entry, CWMU and Once-In-A-
Lifetime application published by the Division.

(2) Limited entry permit species and application procedures are provided in Section
XV.

(3)(a) If the lifetime licensee applies for and is successful in obtaining a premium
limited entry, limited entry or CWMU buck deer permit in the big game drawing, a
general deer permit will not be issued.

(b) If the lifetime licensee does not draw a premium limited entry, limited entry or
CWMU buck deer permit in the big game drawing, the general deer permit requested on
the questionnaire shall be issued.

(4) Applying for or obtaining an antlerless deer, antlerless elk or doe pronghorn
permit does not affect eligibility for obtaining a general buck deer permit.

(5) All rules established by the Wildlife Board regarding the availability of big
game permits in relation to obtaining general deer permits shall apply to lifetime
licensees.

(6) A lifetime licensee who does not qualify as a resident shall purchase the
required nonresident permits or tags required for hunting, except as provided in
Subsection XVIL.E.1.(2).

XVIII. ELK HUNTING

“Bull elk” means an elk with antlers longer than five inches
(R657-5-2(2)(g)).

A. General Archery Elk Hunt
R657-5-43

(1)(a) The general archery elk hunt is August 24, 2006 - September 15, 2006,
except as provided in Subsection (2).

(b) A person who has obtained a general archery elk permit may use archery
equipment to take:

(i) one elk of hunter’s choice on a general any bull elk unit, except on elk CWMUs;

(ii) an antlerless elk or a spike bull elk on a general spike bull elk unit, except on
elk CWMUs and the Plateau, Fish Lake-Thousand Lakes;

(iiii) only a spike bull elk on the Plateau, Fish Lake-Thousand Lakes; or

(iv) one elk of hunter’s choice in the Wasatch Front and Uintah Basin extended
archery areas August 24, 2006 - September 15, 2006.

(2)(a) A person who has obtained a general archery elk permit may hunt within
the Wasatch Front, Uintah Basin, and Sanpete Valley extended archery elk areas during
the extended archery area seasons as provided in Subsections (b) and (c).

(b) A person who has obtained a general archery elk permit may use archery
equipment to take:

Legal in a spike bull unit. Legal in a spike bull unit.

NOT legal in a spike bull unit.

NOT legal in a spike bull unit.

"Spike bull" means a bull elk which has at least one antler
having no branching above the ears. Branched means a
projection on an antler longer than one inch, measured from
its base to its tip (R657-5-2(2)(s)).

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(4) Hunter orange material must be worn if a rifle hunt is in progress in the same
area as provided in Section V.B. Archers are cautioned to study the rifle hunt tables to
identify rifle/archery overlaps.

(5) Centerfire rifle hunts occur in the Wasatch Front and Uintah Basin extended
archery area.

An Archery Ethics Course Certificate of Completion is required before you can
participate in any extended archery hunt. The Archery Ethics Course must be
completed each year you want to participate in any extended archery hunt. This
course is in addition to the regular Hunter Education requirement.

(b) A person who has obtained a general season spike bull elk permit may take a
spike bull elk on a general season spike bull elk unit. Any bull units are closed to spike
bull permittees.

(c) A person who has obtained a general season any bull elk permit may take any
bull elk, including a spike bull elk on a general season any bull elk unit. Spike bull units
are closed to any bull permittees.

(3) A person who has obtained a general season bull elk permit may use any
legal weapon to take a spike bull or any bull elk as specified on the permit.

(4) A person who has obtained a general season bull elk permit may not hunt
during any other elk hunt or obtain any other elk permit, except as provided in the
Antlerless Addendum.

See General Bull Elk Hunt Reference Map and boundary descriptions for SPIKE
BULL and ANY BULL elk units.

C. General Muzzleloader Elk Hunt
R657-5-45

(1) The general season muzzleloader elk hunt is November 1, 2006—November 9,
2006 within the general season elk units, except in the following closed areas:

(a) Salt Lake County south of I-80 and east of I-15; and

(b) elk CWMUs.

(2)(a) General muzzleloader elk hunters may purchase either a spike bull elk
permit or an any bull elk permit.

(b) A person who has obtained a general muzzleloader spike bull elk permit may
take a spike bull elk on any general spike bull elk unit. Any bull units are closed to
spike bull muzzleloader permittees.

(c) A person who has obtained a general muzzleloader any bull elk permit may
take any bull elk on an any bull elk unit. Spike bull units are closed to any bull
muzzleloader permittees.

(3) Aperson who has obtained a general muzzleloader elk permit may not hunt
during any other elk hunt or obtain any other elk permit, except as provided in the
Antlerless Addendum.

D. Youth General Any Bull Elk Hunt (YH499)
R657-5-46

(1)(a) For purposes of this section "youth" means any person 18 years of age or
younger on the opening day of the youth any bull elk season.

(b) Ayouth may apply for or obtain a youth any bull elk (YH499) permit.

(c) Ayouth may only obtain a youth any bull elk (YH499) permit once during their
youth.

(2) The youth any bull elk (YH499) hunt is September 16, 2006 - September 26,
2006 within general any bull elk units, except in the following closed areas:

(a) Salt Lake County south of I-80 and east of I-15; and

(b) elk CWMUs.

(3)(a) Ayouth who has obtained a youth general any bull elk (YH499) permit may
take any bull elk, including a spike bull elk, on a general any bull elk unit. Spike bull
units are closed to youth general any bull elk (YH499) permittees.

(b) Ayouth who has obtained a youth general any bull elk (YH499) permit may use
any legal weapon to take any bull elk as specified on the permit.

(4) Ayouth who has obtained a youth general any bull elk (YH499) permit may not
hunt during any other elk hunt or obtain any other elk permit, except as provided in the
Antlerless Addendum.

(5) Preference points shall not be awarded or utilized when applying for, or in
obtaining, youth general any bull elk (YH499) permits.

E. Premium Limited Entry and Limited Entry Bull Elk

Hunts
R657-5-47

(1) To hunt in a premium limited entry or limited entry elk area, a hunter must
obtain the respective premium limited entry or limited entry elk permit.

(2)(a) A premium limited entry bull elk permit allows a person, using the
prescribed legal weapon, to take one bull elk within the area and to hunt all seasons
specified in the hunt tables for the area specified on the permit, except elk CWMUs
located within a premium limited entry unit. Spike bull elk restrictions do not apply to
premium limited entry elk permittees.

(b) Alimited entry bull elk permit allows a person, using the prescribed legal
weapon, to take one bull elk within the area and season specified on the permit, except
elk CWMUs located within a limited entry unit. Spike bull elk restrictions do not apply to
limited entry elk permittees.

(3)(a) A person who has obtained a premium limited entry, limited entry, or
CWMU bull elk permit must report hunt information within 30 days after the end of the
hunting season, whether the permit holder was successful or unsuccessful in harvesting
a bull elk.

(b) Limited entry and CWMU bull elk permit holders must report hunt information
by telephone at 1-800-221-0659, or through the Division's Internet address:
wildlife.utah.gov.

(c) A person who fails to comply with the requirement in Subsection (a) shall be
ineligible to apply for any once-in-a-lifetime, premium limited entry, limited entry, or
CWMU permit or bonus points in the following year.

(4) A person who has obtained a premium limited entry or limited entry bull elk
permit may not hunt during any other elk hunt or obtain any other elk permit, except as
provided in the Antlerless Addendum.

F. Antlerless Elk Hunts
R657-5-48

(1) To hunt antlerless elk, a hunter must obtain an antlerless elk permit as provided
in the Antlerless Addendum to this proclamation. The Antlerless Addendum will be
available in June.

(2) A person who has obtained an antlerless elk permit may not hunt during any
other elk hunt or obtain any other elk permit, except as provided in the Antlerless
Addendum.
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XIX. PRONGHORN HUNTING

“Buck pronghorn” means a pronghorn with horns longer than
five inches (R657-5-2(2)(f)).

A. Buck Pronghorn Hunts
R657-5-49

(1) To hunt buck pronghorn, a hunter must obtain a buck pronghorn permit.

(2) A person who has obtained a buck pronghorn permit may not obtain any other
pronghorn permit or hunt during any other pronghorn hunt.

(3) A buck pronghorn permit allows a person using any legal weapon to take one
buck pronghorn within the area and season specified on the permit, except during the
buck pronghorn archery hunt, only archery equipment may be used.

(4)(a) A person who has obtained a limited entry or CWMU buck pronghorn permit
must report hunt information within 30 days after the end of the hunting season,
whether the permit holder was successful or unsuccessful in harvesting a buck
pronghorn.

(b) Limited entry and CWMU buck pronghorn permit holders must report hunt
information by telephone at 1-800-221-0659, or through the Division's Internet address:
wildlife.utah.gov.

(c) A person who fails to comply with the requirement in Subsection (a) shall be
ineligible to apply for any once-in-a-lifetime, premium limited entry, limited entry, or
CWMU permit or bonus points in the following year.

(5) Pronghorn hunters should contact public land management agencies, and
comply with all regulations regarding the construction of hunting blinds on public lands.

B. Doe Pronghorn Hunts
R657-5-50

(1) To hunt doe pronghorn, a hunter must obtain a doe pronghorn permit as
provided in the Antlerless Addendum to this proclamation. The Antlerless Addendum
will be available in May or June.

(2) A person who has obtained a doe pronghorn permit may not obtain any other
pronghorn permit or hunt during any other pronghorn hunt.

XX. ANTLERLESS MOOSE HUNTING

R657-5-51

(1) To hunt antlerless moose, a hunter must obtain an antlerless moose permit as
provided in the Antlerless Addendum to this proclamation. The Antlerless Addendum
will be available in June.

(2) A person who has obtained an antlerless moose permit may not obtain any
other moose permit or hunt during any other moose hunt.

Report Poaching (800) 662-DEER

XXI. ONCE-IN-A-LIFETIME HUNTING

“Bull moose” means a moose with antlers longer than its ears
(R657-5-2(2)(h)).

A. Bull Moose Hunts
R657-5-52

(1) To hunt bull moose, a hunter must obtain a bull moose permit.

(2) Any person who has obtained a bull moose permit may not obtain any other
moose permit or hunt during any other moose hunt.

(3) The bull moose permit allows a person using any legal weapon to take one
bull moose in the area and season specified on the permit, except bull moose CWMUs
located within a limited entry unit.

(4)(a) A person who has obtained a bull moose permit must report hunt
information within 30 days after the end of the hunting season, whether the permit
holder was successful or unsuccessful in harvesting a bull moose.

(b) Bull moose permit holders must report hunt information by telephone at
1-800-221-0659, or through the Division's Internet address: wildlife.utah.gov.

(c) A person who fails to comply with the requirement in Subsection (a) shall be
ineligible to apply for any once-in-a-lifetime, premium limited entry, limited entry, or
CWMU permit or bonus points in the following year.

“Cow bison” means a female bison (R657-5-2(2)(i)).

B. Bison Hunts (Hunter’s Choice, Cow Only or Designated

Bison)
R657-5-53
(1) To hunt bison, a hunter must obtain a bison permit.
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(2) A person who has obtained a bison permit may not obtain any other bison
permit or hunt during any other bison hunt.

(3) The bison permit allows a person using any legal weapon to take a bison
within the area and season specified on the permit.

(4)(a) An orientation course is required for bison hunters who draw an Antelope
Island bison permit. Hunters will be notified of the orientation date, time and location.

(b) This hunt is administered by the Division of Parks and Recreation, therefore all
park related fees will apply. For more information call (801) 209-4678.

(5) An orientation course is required for bison hunters who draw Henry Mountains
cow bison permits.

(6)(a) A person who has obtained a bison permit must report hunt information
within 30 days after the end of the hunting season, whether the permit holder was
successful or unsuccessful in harvesting a bison.

(b) Bison permit holders must report hunt information by telephone, or through
the Division's Internet address: wildlife.utah.gov.

(c) A person who fails to comply with the requirement in Subsection (a) shall be
ineligible to apply for any once-in-a-lifetime, premium limited entry, limited entry, or
CWMU permit or bonus points in the following year.

Hunters will be notified of orientation date, time and location. Permits for these
hunts will be distributed to successful applicants at this orientation.

“Ram” means a male desert blghorn sheep or Rocky Mountain
bighorn sheep (R657-5-2(2)(q)).

C. Desert Bighorn & Rocky Mountain Bighorn Sheep

Hunts
R657-5-54

(1) To hunt desert bighorn sheep or Rocky Mountain bighorn sheep, a hunter must
obtain the respective permit.

(2) A person who has obtained a desert bighorn sheep or Rocky Mountain bighorn
sheep permit may not obtain any other desert bighorn sheep or Rocky Mountain
bighorn sheep permit or hunt during any other desert bighorn sheep or Rocky
Mountain bighorn sheep hunt.

(3) Desert bighorn sheep and Rocky Mountain bighorn sheep permits are
considered separate once-in-a-lifetime hunting opportunities.

(4)(a) The desert bighorn sheep permit allows a person using any legal weapon to
take one desert bighorn ram within the area and season specified on the permit.

(b) The Rocky Mountain sheep permit allows a person using any legal weapon to
take one Rocky Mountain bighorn ram within the area and season specified on the
permit.

(5) The permittee may attend a hunter orientation course. The Division provides
each permittee with the time and location of the course.

(6) All bighorn sheep hunters are encouraged to have a spotting scope with a
minimum of 15 power while hunting bighorn sheep. Any ram may be legally taken,

however, permittees are encouraged to take a mature ram. The terrain inhabited by
bighorn sheep is extremely rugged, making this hunt extremely strenuous.

(7) Successful hunters must deliver the horns of the bighorn sheep to a Division
office within 72 hours of leaving the hunting area, and a numbered seal will be
permanently affixed to the horn indicating legal harvest.

Many of the desert and Rocky Mountain bighorn sheep have radio collars. The
Division is asking that hunters attempt to avoid harvesting the desert and Rocky
Mountain bighorn sheep with radio collars.

(8)(a) A person who has obtained a desert bighorn sheep or Rocky Mountain
bighorn sheep permit must report hunt information within 30 days after the end of the
hunting season, whether the permit holder was successful or unsuccessful in harvesting
a desert bighorn sheep or Rocky Mountain bighorn sheep.

(b) Desert bighorn sheep or Rocky Mountain bighorn sheep permit holders must
report hunt information by telephone at 1-800-221-0659, or through the Division's
Internet address: wildlife.utah.gov.

(c) A person who fails to comply with the requirement in Subsection (a) shall be
ineligible to apply for any once-in-a-lifetime, premium limited entry, limited entry, or
CWMU permit or bonus points in the following year.

D. Rocky Mountain Goat Hunts (Hunter's Choice or Female

Goat only)
R657-5-55

(1) To hunt Rocky Mountain goat, a hunter must obtain a Rocky Mountain goat
permit.

(2) A person who has obtained a Rocky Mountain goat permit may not obtain any
other Rocky Mountain goat permit or hunt during any other Rocky Mountain goat hunt.

(3) Any goat may be legally taken on a hunter’s choice permit, however, permittees
are encouraged to take a mature goat. A mature goat is a goat older than two years of
age, as determined by counting the annual rings on the horn.

(4) The goat permit allows a person using any legal weapon to take one goat in the
area and season specified on the permit.

(5) All goat hunters are encouraged to have a spotting scope with a minimum of 15
power while hunting goats. The terrain inhabited by Rocky Mountain goats is extremely
rugged, making this hunt extremely strenuous. The goat’s pelage may be higher quality
later in the hunting season.

(6) An orientation course is required for Rocky Mountain goat hunters who draw
female goat permits. Hunters will be notified of the date, time and location. Permits for
these hunts will be distributed to successful applicants at this orientation.

(7)(a) A person who has obtained a Rocky Mountain goat permit must report hunt
information within 30 days after the end of the hunting season, whether the permit
holder was successful or unsuccessful in harvesting a Rocky Mountain goat.

(b) Rocky Mountain goat permit holders must report hunt information by
telephone at 1-800-221-0659, or through the Division's Internet address:
wildlife.utah.gov.
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(c) A person who fails to comply with the requirement in Subsection (a) shall be
ineligible to apply for any once-in-a-lifetime, premium limited entry, limited entry, or
CWMU permit or bonus points in the following year.

XXII. CONSERVATION PERMITS

R657-41

(1) Statewide and Area Conservation permits are available through non-profit
(official tax exempt) wildlife conservation organizations for sale at an auction or as an
aid to wildlife-related fund raising activities.

(2) One Statewide Conservation permit may be available for each of the following
species: desert bighorn ram, Rocky Mountain bighorn ram, bull elk, buck deer, bull
moose, hunter’s choice bison, hunter’s choice Rocky Mountain goat and buck pronghorn.

(3) Area Conservation permits may be available for the following species: Rocky
Mountain bighorn sheep, desert bighorn sheep, deer, elk, moose, bison, Rocky Mountain
goat and pronghorn.

(4) Area Conservation permits issued for limited entry units are not valid on
CWMUs, and Area Conservation permits issued for general season hunt areas are not
valid on CWMUs or limited entry units.

(5) Statewide Conservation permits may be used on any unit open to hunting the
respective species, except: Antelope Island for bison; Pilot Mountain for elk; and Pine
Valley, Virgin River for desert bighorn sheep.

(6) Information concerning the dates and locations of the auctions may be
obtained from Division offices.

(7) Bonus points shall not be awarded or utilized when applying for, or in
obtaining, Conservation permits.

(8) Any person who obtains a Conservation permit is subject to all waiting periods
as provided under Section XV.I. Waiting Periods.

XXIIl. SPORTSMAN PERMITS

R657-41 & R657-42

(1) One 2007 Sportsman Permit is offered to residents through a drawing for each
of the following species: desert bighorn ram, buck deer, bull elk, bull moose, hunter’s
choice bison, hunter’s choice Rocky Mountain goat, Rocky Mountain bighorn sheep
(ram), buck pronghorn, black bear, cougar, Sandhill Crane, and wild turkey.

(2) The application period for Sportsman permits is November 1-15, 2006.

(3)(a) Applications must be submitted in one of the following ways:

(i) through the mail to: UTAH WILDLIFE ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICES, PO BOX
30389, SALT LAKE CITY, UTAH 84130-0389; or

(ii) through an overnight mail service to: UTAH WILDLIFE ADMINISTRATIVE
SERVICES, 185 N MAINE ST, FALLON, NEVADA 89406; or

(iiii) through the Division's Internet address: wildlife.utah.gov.

(b) Applications must be received at the Utah Wildlife Administrative Services' P0.
Box, through an overnight mail service at the Utah Wildlife Administrative Services'
street address no later than 5 p.m. on November 15, 2006, or through the Division’s

Internet address no later than 11 p.m. on November 15, 2006. Allow the Post Office time

to process the mail. This is not a drop box. The Division of Wildlife Resources cannot
guarantee delivery. Check with your local postmaster for service. Overnight mail cannot
be delivered to a Post Office box.

(c) The opportunity to correct an error is not guaranteed. The Division reserves the
right to correct applications without sending a correction letter.

(4) Applicants must submit a $5 nonrefundable handling fee for each species with
the application. Fees for the permits are collected from successful applicants after the
drawing.

(5) Applications filled out incorrectly or received later than November 15, 2006 will
not be considered in the drawing.
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(6)(a) Late applications received by November 21, 2006 will not be considered in
the drawing, but will be processed for the purpose of entering data into the Division’s
draw database to provide:

(i) future preprinted applications;

(ii) notification by mail of late application and other draw opportunities; and

(iiii) re-evaluation on Division or third-party errors.

(b) The $5 handling fee will be used to process the late application.

(c) Late applications received after November 21, 2006 will not be processed and
will be returned.

(7)(a) Personal checks, business checks, money orders, cashier's checks, and
American Express, Discover, MasterCard and VISA credit or debit cards are accepted.

(b) Personal and business checks drawn on an out-of-state account are not
accepted.

(c) Third-party checks are not accepted.

(d) All payments must be made payable to the Utah Division of Wildlife
Resources.

(8)(a) Credit and debit cards must be valid at least 30 days after the drawing
results are posted.

(b) Handling fees and donations are charged to the credit or debit card when the
application is processed.

(9)(a) An application is voidable if the check is returned unpaid from the bank, or
the credit or debit card is invalid or refused.

(b) The Division charges a $20 returned check collection fee for any check
returned unpaid.

(10)(a) Alicense or permit is voidable if the check is returned unpaid from the
bank, or the credit or debit card is invalid or refused.

(b) The Division may make attempt to contact the successful applicant by phone
or mail to collect payment prior to voiding the permit.

(c) The Division shall reinstate the applicant’s bonus points or preference points,
whichever is applicable, and waive waiting periods, if applicable, when voiding a
permit in accordance with Subsection (b).

(d) A permit which is deemed void in accordance with Subsection (b) may be
reissued by the Division to the next person listed on the alternate drawing list.

(11) A person may withdraw their application for the sportsman permit drawing
by requesting such in writing by November 21, 2006.

(12) The applicant must send their notarized signature with a statement
requesting that their application be withdrawn to: Utah Wildlife Administrative
Services, P0. Box 30389, Salt Lake City, Utah 84130-0389.

(13) A person may not amend a withdrawn application, nor reapply after the
application has been withdrawn.

(14) Handling fees will not be refunded and preference points will not be
awarded.

(15) Alicense or permit received by a person shall be deemed invalid if payment
is not received for that license or permit, or a check is returned unpaid from the bank or
the credit or debit card is invalid or refused.

(16) Hunting with a permit where payment has not been received for that permit
constitutes a violation of hunting without a valid permit.

(17) To apply for a resident permit, a person must be a resident at the time of
purchase.

(18) The posting date of the drawing shall be considered the purchase date of a
permit.

(19) The drawing for 2007 Sportsman permits will be posted by December 6,
2006. Successful applicants are notified by mail.

(20)(a) A Sportsman permit allows a person to hunt the respective species during
the following season dates:

(i) big game species on any open unit (except Pilot Mountain for elk and Pine
Valley, Virgin River for desert bighorn sheep) with archery equipment during the
general archery season published in the big game proclamation for the unit beginning

These hunts occur on short notice, involve small areas and are limited
to only a few hunters. The Depredation Hunter Pool Application below provides the Divisions regional offices with names of hunters who are interested in participating in depredation
hunts. Hunters who participate in any deer, elk, or pronghorn depredation hunt may not possess an additional permit for that species during the same year, except as provided in Rule
R657-5 and this proclamation. Depredation hunts will be conducted in accordance with Rule R657-44, which can be viewed at the Division’s Internet address: wildlife.utah.gov/rules.

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COOPERATIVE WILDLIFE MANAGEMENT UNITS

More than 60% of the state’s big game winter range occurs on private land. The
increasing development to satisfy human needs on these ranges will significantly reduce
Utah's big game herds and recreational opportunities unless actions are taken to
preserve these lands. The CWMU Program has been developed to help in the
preservation effort.

How the Program Works

The CWMU Program provides economic incentive to landowners to keep private
range and forest lands in wildlife habitat rather than succumbing to development.
CWMUs also allow for free public hunting access onto the private lands enrolled in the
program.

CWMUs comprise more than 1.8 million acres of land and will provide nearly 3,000
hunting permits for bucks and bulls in 2006. About 15% of these permits will be
provided to the general public through a drawing.

Both private and public hunters generally enjoy greater hunting benefits on CWMUs
in the form of improved harvest success and reduced hunter competition. While good
opportunity exists for hunters to take mature animals, harvest is not guaranteed and the
quality of male animals may differ greatly between units. If it is the hunter’s goal to
harvest a “trophy” animal, you should contact the operator of the CWMU to better
understand trophy potential before applying for the hunt.

CWMU Hunt Seasons

How to Participate

Successful applicants must contact the CWMU operator to obtain the following:

(a) Hunting dates of guaranteed access within the legal CWMU hunting season
framework. Realize that both the operator and the hunter must schedule around
individual needs—Dbe realistic and patient.

(b) A map of the CWMU showing access and the acreage you will be allowed to
hunt. Comparable acreage should be available to private and public CWMU hunters.

(c) A copy of rules—CWMUs are allowed to develop rules of conduct for their
unit. Examples of requirements may include: no pre-season scouting, checking into and
out of the unit daily, limited vehicle access, no over-night camping, a marksmanship
test, limiting the number of hunting companions, etc. Hunters may be asked to leave a
CWMU for failure to abide by reasonable rules of conduct.

Complaint Process

Hunters wishing to lodge complaints against a CWMU should contact the Division
immediately. Biologists and conservation officers have access to complaint forms.
Otherwise, the complaint may be made in person or over the telephone. Because time
is of the essence, it is expected that the hunter and the operator will make every effort
to resolve issues before they escalate to the Division level. If a problem cannot be
resolved locally, it may be passed on to a CWMU Advisory Committee.

The following timeframes are established by the Wildlife Board for hunting opportunities on CWMUs. Hunters should not expect to hunt longer than 3-5 days within these timeframes,
although it is up to the operator to establish the number of days of hunting. Hunters are encouraged to contact the operator before applying to obtain specific information regarding hunt

dates, weapon choice, and other rules for individual CWMUs.
